the grant of probate letters, graduated ac- 
cording to the amount of the estate. The 
law was amended in 1891, altering the 
amount of the fees to be collected. This 
law is and has been constantly enforced. 
However, the inheritance tax is traced 
back to the Egyptians and Romans; down 
through the middle ages, where it appears 
in the forms of feudal] tenure, to modern 
times. It ts found in most European coun- 
tries. A graded inheritance tax was levied 
by Congress in 1797, but the law was re- 
pealed in 1802. A similar law was passed 
in 1862, and amended in 1864. After being 
decided to be constitutional by the United 


States Supreme Court it was repealed in - 


1872. 

An inheritance tax is now collected in 
many of the States. Laws assessing inherit- 
ance taxes have been held to be unconstitu- 
tional in Wisconsin, New Hampshire, Min- 
nesota, Michigan, and Ohio. 

The principle of the graduated inheritance 
tax is held to be practically the same as that 
of the graduated income tax, and it is not 
attacked in Judge Carter’s decision. 


It Is a Test Case. 

The case was argued in May last. The 
county was represented by Mr. Iles and his 
assistant, Frank L. Shepard. The Drake 
estate was represented by Prussing & Mo- 
Culloch, attorneys for the Illfnois Trust and 
Savings Bank. The County Attorney deter- 
mined to make a test case, and applied in 
the name of the County Treasurer for the 
appointment of Commissioners to appraise 
the estate. 

Judge Carter discussed the matter briefly 
last evening. 

“The County Judge of Adams County is 
the only other Judge in the State who has 
passed upon the law,” said he, “ and he 
upholds its constitutionality. I had his de- 
cision and he had the briefs submitted to me. 
I was at one time inclined to take the same 
view of the matter that he did, but I could 
hot reconcile with my ideas of justice the 
arbitrary distinction tn the classification 
which would make the addition of a dollar 
to the value of a legacy cause the loss of 
$100, we will say. If the law had said the 
tax should be so much on the first $10,000 
and so much more on the second $10,000, and 
80 on, I should have held it to be constitu- 
tional, though legaily there are some other 
points not wholly free from doubt.” 


Cooper Talks of the Statute. 

A. O. Cooper, Chief Clerk of the Probate 
Court, said last night he had paid little at- 
tention to the law, as it had not been settled 
that the appraisers should come within the 
jurisdiction of the Probate Court. 


“Had the law been operative since its 


passage it would have resulted in large 
revenues—just how much I cannot say with- 
out examining the records at the Court- 
House. 

“Chicage is beginning to lose its first 
generation of rich men. During the last 


year a number of them dropped off. They 


left large estates which came under the 
taxable provisions of the law. The law was 
clumsy and obscure. But it would have been 
@ great injustice had the revenues which 
were provided for gone to the State instead 
of to the institutions of Cook County, which 
need funds so badly.’’

Cost to Be 8250,000. 

Mr. Ellsworth estimates the building will 
cost in the neighborhood of $250,000. Noth- 
ing definite as yet has been decided upon as 
to its style of architecture, but it will beofa 
character befitting the purpose for which it 
is to be used, as well as its surroundings. 
Mr. Elisworth said the plan was to give it the 
name of the public-spirited citizen who 
would assume the cost of its erection. 

The plan has been under consideration for 
some time and has enlisted the warm support 
of the two universities mentioned, as well 
as of many individuals to whom it has been 
submitted. The faculties of both the unt- 
versities regard it as certain to be proiific 
of good results and as an advanced step in 
the way of popular instruction. The direc- 
tors of the Art Institute share these ideas 
fully and will heartily codperate in the mat- 
ter. Mr. Ellsworth, in submitting the plan, 
will call attention to the great need which 
exists here for an institution of this kind and 
the great good it is certain to accomplish. 
Mayor Swift, to whom he submitted his prop- 
osition, has given it the heartiest approv al, 
and. Mr. Ellsworth is sanguine it will receive 
the favorable consideration of the Council. 

Chicago Needs It. 

Mr. Ellsworth said yesterday in discussing 
the matter: 

‘‘T have had this thing under consideration 
for a long time. It has seemed to me that 
Chicago greatly needed an institution of this 
kind, Its practicability seems to me beyond 
question, and those whom I have consulted 
in the matter have been kind enough to 
give it their unqualified indorsement. I have 
talked it over thoroughly with Mayor Swift, 
and he has had nothing but good words to 
say for it. The faculties of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Universities, with whom i 
have consulted, have given it their approval, 
and have promised to cotjperate heartily in 
the matter. The Chicago University has 
promised to provide lectures during two 
days of each week, as has the Northwestern

He has 
always been prominent in Irish national 
affairs and is active in the interests of the 
Land League of America.

CARDINAL SATOLLI ENTERS & DENIAL. 


He Talks Freely with a Correspondent 
Regarding Bishop Keane's Resig- 
nation of His Rectorship. 


Baltimore; Md., Nov. 20.—The Sun’s special 
correspondent in Rome has _ interviewed 
Cardinal Satolli in relation to the reports 
published in this country concerning Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, Archbishop Ireland, and 
others. He writes of them as follows: 

‘“*IT then drew his attention to the reports 
and rumors which had been made about him 
immediately after Bishop Keane’s resigna- 
tion of the rectorship of the Washington 
University and of the part that he is said 
to have played init. His attention was also 
directed to the change that was said to have 
somewhat suddenly come about in his atti- 
tafde toward certain members of the hier- 
archy. 

“The various- phases and the full details 
of these rumors, which are so well known to 
those who have followed the polemics that 
arose on this question in the United States 
during the last few weeks, were evidently 
quite unknown to him, 

“The clippings which I had made of them 
from American journals, appearing between 
the 6th and 12th of October, were then pre- 
sented to him for the first time. 

“After glancing. rapidly over the head- 
ings he said: 

‘*** You may say that, having seen the 
Cardinal [Satolli], and having spoken to 
him of these reports which have appeared 
in the newspapers concerning the matters 
to which you have just drawn his attention, 
he says solemnly that they are wholly devoid 
of foundation. Such as-he has been hereto- 
fore such he is and shall continue to bein 
respect to the United States. 

**As representative of the Holy Father 
he has striven to rise, and considers he has 
succeeded in rising, above all differences 
and personalities.’ 

“Then, forgetting for a moment the formal 
method of utterance which he had been 
employing, he spoke in the first person sin- 
gular, saying the following words: 

‘“*I have striven on every occasion for 
the peace and the common weal of the church 
and the country. ‘* Loyalty to the Church 
and the Country,” which is the title of my 
book, has ever been my motto.’ ” 


CLEVELAND PLEADS FOR A PRISONER. 


President Asks Gov. Budd of Califor- 
. mia to Commute Death Sentence 
Imposed on 8S. D. Worden, 


Sacramento, Cal., Nov. 20.—Gov. Budd this 
afternoon received from President Cleve- 
land a personal plea for the commutation of 
sentence in the case of Salter D. Worden, 
under sentence of death for train wrecking 
in Yolo County during the railroad strike 
of 1804. An engineer and fhree United 
States artillerymen were killed in the train 
wreck. The President states as a ground 
for his interest in the case ihat while a resi- 
dent of New York State before his elevation 
to the Presidency he had formed a great 
friendship for Worden’s mother, a music 
teacher.

PROBLEMS TO BE FACED. 


NOT ENOUGH MONEY TO RUN THE GOV- 
ERNMENT UNDER CLEVELAND. 


Deficit Now Amounting to $8,000,000 


a Month Mast in Some Way Be Pro- 


vided For Before McKinley Assumes 
Control—Effect of Possible Raids on 
the Treasury Reserve—Dingley Bill 
Appears the Most Effective Measure, 
as It Is Ready for Senate Action. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[{Speécial.}]— 
Among those who have studied the condi- 
tion of the Treasury closely, the belief is 
general, entirely aside from any question as 
to the political plans of the Republicans, 
that an extra session of Congress will 
be inevitable unless some revenue producing 
plan is: passed before Maj. McKinley takes 
the oath of office. Unless conditions change 


. materially the cash balance in the Treasury 
aside from the gold accumulations will be 


exhausted before the regular session of the 
Fifty-fifth Congress. | 

The deficiency in revenues has existed ever 
since the opening of the Cleveland adminis- 
tration. Money to pay the current expenses 
of the government has been, as everybody 
knows, derived from the continued reduc- 
tions in the gold reserve... Every time a 
million dollars or so of greenbacks was ex- 
changed for gold, it added to the currency 
balance in the Treasury... When bond’ were 
sold the proceeds were not used for current 
expenses, because the bonds were sold for 
gold, but as that gald was subsequently paid 
out in exchange for greenbacks, the currency 
balance was constantly being increased by 
the operation. 

It is the hope and belief of people of all 
parties that there will be no raid onthe gold 
reserye this year. If there is, bonds will 
have to be sold to protect it, and there will 
then be plenty of money in the Treasury to 
run the government all through the summer 
months, and there will be no necessity foran 
extra session. 


Aid from Renewed Confidence. 

With returning confidence the’* Treasury 
officials believe they are justified in assum- 
ing there will be no moré systematic with- 
drawals of gold. The question therefore re- 
solves itself into the simple problem as’ to 
how long the money now in the Treasury 
will last at the present rate of expenditure. 

The cash balance at the close of business 
today was $227,131,545. Of that amount 
$126,611,741 was the free geld in the Treas- 
ury. The actual available cash balance, 
therefore, was only $100,519,804. Of this 
$100,000,000 in round millions $16,000,000 is in 
silver, $42,000,000 in greenbacks, and $43,- 
000,000 in Treasury notes. This possible cap- 
ital with which to pay expenses must, how- 
ever, be still further reduced, because there 
is in the Treasury about $16,000,000 in minor 
coin, while there is carried as a credit on the 
books $17,000,000 of deposits in national 
banks and $3,000,000 of bonds and interest 
paid. So, for the ordinary purposes of run- 
nifig the government, the money available 
amounts to about $64,000,000, exclusive of 
the gold reserve, which, though it is $26,000,- 
000 above the prescribed limit, is generally 
considered as a sacred fund for the ultimate 
redemption of the greenbacks. 

At the close of business today the deficit 
since July 1 was $39,331,410. The excess of 
expenditures over receipts for this month 
alone is $6,441,833. In other words, since the 
beginning of the fiscal year the Treasury 
has been running behind at the rate of 
$8,500,000 a month. This rate for the deficit 
is undoubtedly excessive, for the expend- 
itures in the early part of the year are al- 
ways heavy with the opening of new appro- 
priations, and it would, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, be reduced materially as the 
year progresses. Assuming, however, that 
the deficit is cut down 25 or 30 per cent it 
would still leave a hole in the Treasury of 
$6,000,000 a month. 


No Money for Expenses After Oct. 1. 


At that rate the money in the Treasury 
now available for ordinary expenses would be 
exhausted about the first of October, or two 
months or so before the regular time forthe 
first meeting of the Fifty-fifth Congress. 

With returning confidence now so generally 
manifest the receipts from customs, which 
are practically the only variable quantity 
in the government revenue, would undoubt- 
edly increase materially. In fact, the up- 
ward tendency is already apparent in this 
direction’ and the customs duties will grow 
from now on. At the same time, however, 
the expenditures will mount upward in sev- 
eral directions. At the last session of Con- 
gress there were not only heavy appropri- 
ations for the navy, for rivers and harbors, 
for coast defenses, and similar works, but 
large contracts were authorized to be made, 
many of which will have to be paid for, 
either in whole or in part, during the coming 
fiscal year. 

It is the desire of the government, which 
is shared by prudent men in Congress, not 
to cut off any of the appropriations for war 
material, either ashore or afloat, but if any- 
thing to strengthen the coast defenses by 
unusual expenditures. 

The policy of President Cleveland’s ad- 
ministration the last year has been to hold 
up every doubtful appropriation and to make 
no expenditure of money whatever which 
could possibly be avoided. It is generally 
believed, therefore, that when the authorized 
contracts are paid for and new expenditures 
entered upon of the character indicated, the 
advance in customs receipts will be prac- 
tically wiped out. It is therefore considered 
safe to estimate the average receipts and 
expenditures about as at present. 

If there is to be any raid on the gold 
reserve it will in all probability develop 
during January or February, but with the 
large crops in this country and the shortage 
abroad, together with the tendency which 
is bringing foreign investors across the 
ocean once more, it is not considered likely 
that there will be another raid on the gold 
reserve. Therefore the ordinary resources 
of the Treasury must be relied upon to meet 
the ordinary expenditures. 


No Bond Issues for Republicans. 


It is thus pointed out that while Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s election restored confidence and 
prevented raids on the gold reserve, it by 
that very act rendered the continued deficit 

in revenue a more serious feature than at 
any time during the present administration. 
Owing to his frequent bond issues Presi- 
dent Cleveland has actually been enabled 
to point with pride to the large balance 
in the Treasury, but with the passing away 
of the. gold issue era that balance must nec- 
essarily steadily diminish, There are there- 
fore three alternatives confronting the 
President-elect. There may be a raid on the 
gold reserve for some reason not now ap- 
parent. Bonds would then be issued and all 
the greenbacks which were the fruits of the 
raid:on the reserve would be at once avalla- 
ble for current expenses and there would 
be plenty of money in the Treasury to run 
the government until the regular meeting 
of Congress in December, 1897. 

The second alternative is that the Dingley 
bill, the beer tax proposition, or some other 
adequate revenue measure may be passed 
during the present session, in which case 
the absolute necessity for an extra session 
would also be done away with. 

As the third alternative comes the calling 
of an extra session of Congress for the ex- 
press purpose of providing revenue, inde- 
pendent of any plan to enact a comprehen- 
sive tariff measure. 

It will thus be seen that tn all the dis- 
cussions over the plans of Maj. McKinley 
and his advisers there must be taken into 
consideration the one fact that under pres- 
ent conditions an addition to the revenue 
will become absolutely necessary before 
Congress meets in regular session, unless the 
necessity is avoided either by legislation 
or by the operation of well-known commer- 
cial laws 

If the Treasury should run short of money 
during the vacation of Congress President 
McKinley would have but one thing to do. 
He would have to pay out over the counter 
the last dollar of the gold reserve or else 
repudiate the debts of the government. 

Handicap of the President. 


Under the present laWs. he cannot borrow 
a dollar or sell a single bond for the express 
purpose of paying expenses. Hé can only 
issue bonds to maintain the*gold reserve 
at its nominal figure of $100,000,000. Many 
of the Democratic leaders in the Senate, 
especially men like Gorman and Brice, and 
some of the other Eastern Senators, will 
work as hard as they can to secure the 
passage of some sort of emergency legisla- 
tion at the present session. 

The difficulty about this, aside from the 
mixed up condition of parties in the Senate. is 
the short time which ts left for the work. 
Congress meets Dec. 7 and adijourns 
March 4. There are less than fifty working 
Gays in which all the regular annual appro- 
priation bills must be passed te continue 
the government running. They’ must al! 
originate in the House, and while they are in 
process of construction the Senate must be 
comparatively idle. ' 


As it now has the Dingley bill before It, it- 


could devote the time, while the Howse is 
| working on the appropriation bills, to the 


| consideration of that measure. It could not, 


however, take up any new revenue measure, 
for this, like appropriation bills, must also 
originate in the House. The Senate could 
not consider a proposition to increase the 
tax on beer until jt had first been passed by 
the House. It will be seen, therefore, that is 
@ matter of course the House will have 
first to take up and dispose of the appropria- 
tion bills, and then look after any new 
revenue legislation. 


Disadvantages of the Short Scssion. 


It is always a difficult matter to get the 
4ppropriation bills through at all at the 
short session of Congress. Therefore the 
opinion is general that all hopes must 
centered on the Dingley bill, for that might 
be passed by the Senate any time when the 
required majority could be secured. As the 
first appropriation bill will not reach that 
body until after it has been in session a 
month or more it is possible, and in tact 
probable, that some of the appropriation 
bills, or some almost unheard of mcasure 
wiil be utilized as a medium of attempting 
to secure a vote on propositions to increase 
the revenue aside from the Dingley bith The 
beer tax and other internal projects can 
easily be placed as riders on appropriation 
bills, and in such shape they get before the 
Senate under the rule of precedence, where- 
as, aS separate measures they wouid re- 
quire a vote to secure consideration. 

Early Action on Appropriations. 

Chairman Cannon of the House Committee 
on Appropriations has called meetings of the 
subcommittees of that body for Nov. 3, 
one week before the opening of Congress, 
in order to begin work on the appropria- 
tion bills. : 

Chairman Bingham of the Subcommittee 
on the Legislative, Executive, and Judicial 
Bill, says he hopes by this ‘week of advance 


work to have the appropriation bill of which 


he is in charge nearly ready when.Congress 


meets, and it is thought several of the.bills, 


will be ready for action in the House before 
the Christmas recess. 


EASY WAY TO INCREASE REVENUE. 


Views of the Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
Last May the Bureau of Statistics prepared 
an estimate of the probable revenues from 
the Dingley bill, based on the estimates for 
1895, and assuming that the volume of im- 
portations would not be changed. Congress 
adjourned before the report got through the 
circumlocution office in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, so it was never made public. 

Since the adjournment the report has been 
misiaid, although Treasury officials have 
hunted high and low forit. The Chief of the 
Bureau of Statistics said of the estimate 
tonight: 

“As nearly as I can remember this me- 
chanical estimate on the basis of the im- 
portations of 1895 was that the Dingley bill 
would produce an additional revenue of 
$35,000,000. 

“It, however, is supposed to impose 60 
per cent of the McKinley duties on wool, 
which was six cents a pound on wool worth 
12 cents. As our estimate was on the basis 
of the importations of 1895, when wool was 
free, I think it safe to assume the importa- 
tions of wool would be largely decreased, 
probably one-half, and the revenue from this 
source would be cut in two. Taking this 
into consideration, I do not believe the Ding- 
ley bill would bring an additional revenue 
of more than $12,000,000 to $14,000,000. Un- 
less conditions change, a deficiency of $78,- 
V00,000 is indicated for the whole fiscal year. 

**1 do not believe the bill woutd reccive the 
approval of President Cleveland. Free wool 
has been the keystone of President Cleve- 
land’s policy for the last seven years, and it 
is not reasonable to suppose he will approve 
a measure in direct opposition to that carii- 
nail idea. A 40 per cent tax on coffee and a 
dollar additional on beer would easily raise 
$75,000,000. The tax on coffee and tea is the 
same as that now levied on sugar. The ad- 
ditional tax on beer would not amcunt to 
more than a fifth of a cent on each glass. 
This combination of internal revenue and 
customs wouwld raise abundant reventie with- 
out disturbing business a particle.”’ 

This statement by Mr. Ford was coupled 
with a strong assertion that it represented 
only his own views, but in view of the fact 
that the Chief of the Bureau of Statistics 
is called upon to furnish data for any finan- 
cial scheme, the interview is significant, as 
it probably Outlines the recommendations 
which will appear in the President’s mes- 
sage on the absorbing question on how to 
secure money enough to keep the govern- 
ment moving. 


DEPARTMENT COMMANDERS REPORT 
Recommendations Made by Those in 
Charge of the Army. 
Washington, D. C., Nov, 20.—The reports 
of the officers commanding the several de- 
partments of the army were made public 
today. The report of Maj.-Gen. Ruger, com- 
manding the Depariment of the East, head- 
quarters at Governor's Island, N. Y., states 
the conditions of the troops and officers and 
makes some general suggestions. He says: 
“It is especially desirable that opportunity 
should be afforded State artillery organiza- 
tions for practical instruction with the sea- 
coast defensive armaments. But few of the 
States, for evident reason, have organiza- 
tions of heavy artillery. It would, I think, 
be well that action be had to induce in each 
State in which there are seacoast defensive 
works the designation of a regiment or of 
certain companies of the State troops as 
heavy artillery without abandonment neces- 
sarily of their instructions in general as in- 
fantry.’’—Gen. Ruger urges an increase of 

the artillery arm of the service. 

The report of Maj.-Géen. Merritt, Com- 
mander of the Department of the Missouri, 
headquarters in Chicago, says: “ I earnest- 
ly recommend that at each post where 
cavalry is likely to be stationed a riding hall 
be constructed on the general plan of those 
at Forts Riley and Leavenworth. They are 
not expensive and the benefit which results 
from their use in winter and at other times 
to men and officers morally, physically, and 
professionally is so great that cost of con- 
struction should not be considered. 

‘In this connection I especially call atten+ 
tion to the necessity for drill halls at all 
permanent infantry posts. At many posts 
during the winter season, notably Forts 
Brady and Wayne, Michigan, the winters 
are long and inclement and outdoor drills 
are impossible. At such posts drill halls are 
imperative necessities, and they should be 
built at once, being for the good of the serv- 
ice.:’ 

The report commends Capt. Scott, in 
charge of the Apache Indian prisoners, and 
says of.them: 

‘Tl take it. that these Indians during thc 
next year will be turned over to the charge 
of the Indian Department. If such is the 
case ample notice should be given that 
everything may be prepared for the change.” 

Gen. Wheaton, Department of the Colo- 
rado, in his report devotes considerable space 
to the suppression of the Yaqui Indians, or 
Santa Teresa fanatics, who attacked Mex!- 
can Nogales in August last, and to the 
raids of the renegade Apaches. He urges 
that the attention of Congress be called to 
the disparity between the pay of Adjutant- 


General's clerks compared with the pay of | 


clerks in the supply department. 

Gen. Otis, Department of the Columbia, 
calls attention to the increase of desertions 
in his department, which he attributes to 
mine discoveries in the territory under his 
command rather than any spirit of demoral- 
ization. Speaking of the new magazine rifle, 
he says it has displayed great strength and 
durability and appears to need only strength- 
ening in some of its minor parts—magazine 
cut-off and cocking appliances—to complete 
its effectiveness. With regard to the sug- 
gestion of troops for the Yukon River in 
Alaska, where the Dominion of Canada now 
maintains mounted police clothed with cer- 
tain well defined criminal jurisdiction, he 
says our troops could not oxercise this lat- 
ter restraining influence, but he does not 
understand or believe that an armed force 
is not essential for the safety and prosperity 
of the inhabitants. 

Gen. John R. Brooke, Department of the 
Dakotas, urgently recommends the immedi- 
ate necessity of riding halls at Fort As- 
sinaboine and Fort Yellowstone, and also 
urges that at Forts Missoula, Harrison, As- 
sinaboine, Yellowstone, and Snélling suit- 
able buildings be erected for gymnastic and 
athletic exércises. 


Sensational Story Denied.

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OULLOM ON THE TARIFF. 


SUGGESTION FOR A PERMANENT 
- COMMISSION IS RENEWED. 


Senator Thinks the Business Muterests 
of the Country Should Not Be Sub- 


jected to Constant Radical Changes. 


but Tariff Should Be Readjusted by 
Means of Incidental Amendments 
Made from Time to Time by Experts 
Altgeld to Oppose Forman. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 20.—[Special.]}— 
Unusual interest was manifested in the re- 
turn of Senator Cullom to Washington be- 
cause he is the first Cabinet possibility to 
get back to the shadow of the department. 
The Senator arrived at his home on Massa- 
chusetts avenue with a slight cold which he 
caught during the change in the weather in 
Chicago yesterday, but otherwise was in 
excellent condition. He of course refused 
to talk in any way in regard to Cabinet posi- 
tions except to say that he was not secking 
a Cabinet position in any way and that he 
had not even considered the question as to 
whether he would accept it or not and would 
not do so until the matter was officially pre- 
sented to him. , 

On the subject of the possibilities of tariff 
and revenue legislation at the present and 
future sessions of Congress, the Senator 
spoke freely, but, like other members of Con- 
gress, declared himself in the dark as to 
the intention of the silver Republicans, He 
said: 

‘‘Some time ago I introduced a bill in the 
Senate providing for a tariff commission. 
I believe the time has come for something 
in this line. The United States has arrived 
at an age when it should have a settled 
policy. 
proceed along certain settled lines the peo- 
ple will at once agree with us and give us 
their support. Our great aim should be 
to relieve the tariff question from present 
uncertainties. As it is at present, the tariff 
is changed radically from one administra- 
tion to the other. I have never been able to 
comprehend how the business interests huve 
been able to stand this constant changing 
from one policy to another, and, asa matter 
of fact, they could not stand it in any other 


country on earth, a 


Need of a Tariff for Revenue. 

“I believe in a protective tariff, and a good 
stiff one, too. It should furnish plenty of 
revenue for the government because we are 
now appropriating half a billion dollars a 
year, and it is none too much for this great 
country. In addition to the revenue, the 
tariff ought to furnish adequate protection 
to American labor and American industry. 
Beyond that, I do not think the people wish 
us to go. I am sure they do not approve of 
constant changes all along the line. I be- 
lieve, therefore, the time is ripe for the ap- 
pointment of a commission of experts, whose 
duty it shall be to make a careful examina- 
tion of the wages paid to different classes of 
laborers in foreign countries and here at 
home. This should be the basis of the tariff. 

‘The question of revenue of course must 
be considered, and the two things, working 
together, would give us money enough to 
run the government and would protect the 
laborer, while at the same time the tariff 
schedule would be free from the suspicion of 
fostering trusts and monopolies. I would 
put honest and careful men on the commis- 
sion, and I would make their office a perma- 
nent one, and then stop all wholesale changes 
of the tariff. There could be made inci- 
dental changes from time to time, and from 
year to year, so as to adjust both the reve- 
nue and the protection features to the acts 
presented by the commission. 

‘Of course I would not have Congress 
abdicate its power, nor could it do so, but 
the taking of testimony and the hearing 
should certainly be removed from Congress 
and some permanent body should be in 
existence to supervise the tariff question. 
if we establish a settled policy of protection 
on reasonable lines, and that is what the 
people of the country evidently want, Con- 
gress could follow the commission and 
enact the necessary laws with the least 
possible disturbance to business, 

‘*T have not pressed this commission idea, 
and do not propose to do so, because tf am 
not certain that this is just the time to ap- 
piy it. I know nothing of the plans of Maj. 
McKinley and his close friends, but I do 
believe that whatever plans they adopt 
should be heartily acceded to by the Re- 
publican members of Congress. The Pres- 
ident-elect is held responsible for his admin- 
istration, and it is our duty to give him 
every assistance which lies within our 
power without assuming to dictate to him 
the general line of policy he is to adopt,’’ 

Prospects for the Dingley Bill. 

‘** Do you consider that there is a prospect 
of the passage of the Dingley bill?” 

“That depends ali ost entirely upon the 
attitude of the so-calied silver Republicans. 
The Dingley bill, if passed at all, must be 
practically without opposition, for at this 
short session, with the appropriation bills to 
be disposed of, it would be easy to defeat the 
measure by dilatory tactics. We need the 
revenue to run the government, but at the 
same time the passage of the Dingley bill, 
followed later on by a complete revision of 
the tariff would upset business more than if 
we would make a single job of it. 

“If we could manage to get along without 
the“additional revenue and an extra session 
should be called, 1 think we ought to be able 
to get together a comprehensive tariff bill 
within a reasonable length of time. Wheth- 
er we can pass such a measure remains to be 
seen. It all depends on the attitude of the 
silver Republicans, and so far there is no 
indication of their plans. In fact, I doubt 
whether they have yet agreed among them- 
selves. If an emergency measure providing 
sufficient revenue could be passed at the 
present sesSion it would then be perfectly 
feasible to appoint a tariff commission, 
which could keep at work all summer and 
have the general structure of a new and care- 
fully prepared tariff bill ready for considera- 
tion at the opening of Congress in December. 


No Disturbance of Business Interests. 
SS It has been urged that if tariff legisla- 
tion is postponed until the regular session 
the Democrats and others will be able to 
hold it up until late in the summer and then 
we will be confronted with the Conzression- 
a:. elections before there is time to settle 
the matler among the people. Tne main 
thing, in my mind, is to avoid, as far as 
possible, ail disturbances of business inter- 
ests. Weé need a new tariff some time based 
on reasonable lines and on real protective 
principles, not excessive and not discrim- 
inating in behalf of favored interests, In 
the present condition of affairs I feel per- 
fectly willing to allow the President-elect 
and his advisers to decide upon what is the 
best policy to adopt, leaving it to Congress 
to carry out the details on well settlea 
1 and with as little disturbance as pos- 

“If we do not get a revenue biil through 
this session an extra session is inevitable 
in my opinion. Questions of patronage will, 
cf course, come up to vex us, but while the 
Senate is acting on the appointments the 
House could be framing the tariff bill, so 


that there would not be much time lost in 
that regard.” 7

With artists like 
Rachel, Bernhardt, and Dusé, it is not nec- 
essary to think twice whether they are beau- 
tiful or not, and as soon as an actress is 
praised for her face or form there isa strong 
presumption that her talent is mediocre. 
As a reader Mrs. Siddons has* had few 
equals, and she would have made for her- 
self undoubtedly a moderate fortune if it 
had not been for the spendthrift character 
of her husband. Her pride never left her. 
and of late years she preferred to struggle 
for her living rather than accept the aid of 
her many friends. Her kind heart and lov- 
le nature were well known. They had 
their result, in one case, at least, in the edu- 


cation of an orphan of the name of Waller. 


Mr. Waller would hardly.thank the re- 
ports in yesterday’s papers which stated that 
nothing was known of him at the present 
time. Heis one of the most promising young 
musicians in the cointry, and was a collab- 
orator in the composition, not long ago, of 
an opera entitled “ Ogalialias,” written for 
the Bostonians and played with considera- 
ble success in Chicago. So that, apparently, 
he is likely to uphold the artistic traditions 
of the family into which he was adopted. 

Mrs. Siddons’ death leaves no gap in the 
personnel of the stage which cannot readily 
be fied yet it at least serves to remind us 
of one who lives yet in the minds of many 
as a beautiful woman and atrue lover of art. 

Mrs. Scott-Siddons was managed during 
one of her tours of the United States by W. 
L. Allen, who is now business manager of 
Der Republikaner of this city. Mr. Allen 
had some interesting reminiscentes to re- 
late yesterday concerning the noted dra- 
matic reader. 

“One error is commonly made in speaking 
of her,” he said, ‘‘ and that is in calling her 
the great-granddaughter of Sarah Siddons. 
Mrs. Scott-Siddons was no relation to the 
older woman, though her real name was 
Mary F. Siddons. Very little is known of her 
early life. She went on the stage when she 
was 16 years of age, and two years after 
began her readings. She made her first 
a London hit in the Egyptian Hall about 


*““She married Capt. John Scott, twenty 
years older than herself and a dissolute 
officer in the army, and when she first came 
to this country her husband was her man- 
ager. She made her first appearance in Chi- 
cago in 1880 in Farwell Hall, and at the 
height. of one of her performances there her 
husband, inflamed by drink, walked on the 
stage, or rather reeled on, and struck Mrs. 
Scott-Siddons sharply on the face in full 
view of the audience. She burst into tears 
and followed her husband off the stage. 
She reappeared in a moment, and, with tears 
coursing down her face, apologized to the 
audience for her “husband’s cruelty. After 
her experience she purchased a ranch near 
ee nene, Australia, and left her husband 

ere. 

“When she appeared the second time in 
Chicago I had printed a large quantity of 
her photographs the size of postage stamps 
and distributed them.

JOE JEFFERSON ENDS A CASE IN COURT. 


He Establishes the Identity of Horace 
MeVicker and Helps Him Secure 
a Share of an Estate. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 20.—[Special.]— 
Horace McVicker of New York, through the 
assistance of Joseph Jefferson, the -veteran 
actor, has established his claim as the son 
of J. H. McVicker of Chicago and Annie 
Levering, the actress, who died here in se- 
clusion two weeks ago, io the property left 
by his mother. The estate, which is valued 
at $2,000, was in charge of the Orphans’ 
Court. ; 

Annie Levering many years ago was a 
stage beauty. She was also a clever ac- 
tress, and was popular in the statuesque 
character of the heroine in ‘The Ice 
Witch.” After her death Joseph A. Gilpin 
made application for the nearest relatives 
in. this city for letters of administration. 
To his surprise, Roland Hill, an attorney, 
appeared for Horace McVicker of New York, 
who claimed to be the son of Annie Lever- 
ing and of the late J. H. McVicker of Chi- 
cago, who was her first husband, and from 
whom she was divorced. 

Mr. Gilpin naturally required that young 
MoVicker’s identity should be established 
beyond question, and it was suggested to 
him that Joseph Jefferson might be a person 
who could do it, as the comedian knew all 
about the McVicker family. The attorneys 
on both sides of the case and Horace Mc- 
Vicker accordingly called on Mr. Jefferson 
at his hotel, and as soon as the famous ac- 
tor came downsstairs he recognized Mr. Mc- 
Vicker and slapped him-pleasantly on the 
gay ny with **‘ How do you do, Horace?’ 

Then Mr. Jefferson told Mr. Gilpin that Mr. 
McecVicker was undoubtedly the son of Annie 
Levering and J. H. McVicker, and this vir- 
tually settled the case. Mr. Gilpin had only 
to return to the court and withdraw the 
other claims represented by himself. 

The court has accordingly granted letters 
of administration to Horace McVicker and 
Rowland Hill.

OPENING OF THE PRUSSIAN DIET. 


The Speech from the Throne Details 
Proposed Legislation. 

Berlin, Nov 20.—The Prussian Diet was 
opened. today. : 

The speech from the throne was read by 
the Imperial Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, 
and referred to the favorable condition of 
the finances, the budgets of 1895-’06 and 
1896-"07 showing considerable’ surpluses, 
while the estimates for 1897-’98 did not show 
@ deficit. 

Continuing, the speech read: ‘ Although 
the continuance of such a situation for any 
length of time fs uncertain, it is found prac- 
ticable to raise the salaries of the middle 
grade and superior State officials, as well 
as the salaries of the teachers of the mid- 
dig schools and universities, and to in- 
crease the grants for widows and orphans.” 

The speech further announces bills for 
raising salaries of elementary schoolteach- 
ers and for rearranging the. emoluments 
of Judges, and measures will also be sub- 
mitted for reducing the interest of the 4 
per cent loans, introducing a system of ob- 
ligatory redemption of the debt and for es- 
tablishing an equalization fund for cover- 
ing future deficits, athe gam J for the con- 
struction of railroads, the purchase of the 
Hessissche-Ludwigs railway by the state, 
amending the law of public association, 
and adopting measures in favor of Prussian 
agriculture. 


IN FAVOR OF THE ZOLLVEREIN IDEA. 


Sir Donald Smith Praises Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s Proposition. 

Newcastle-on-Tyne, Eng., Nov. 20.—Re- 
fore the Tyneside Geographical Society 
here this evening the Canadian High Com- 
missioner, Sir Donald Smith, read an inter- 
esting paper on ‘‘ The Resources of Canada.” 

A striking feature of the address is his 
f apparent adoption of the zollerein idea of 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies, Jos- 
eph Chamberlain, ‘and the prediction that 
it will soon’ be carried into effect.

That's all I know 
about ‘the case, anyhow.”’ 

The detectives are now said to be looking 
for a man known as ‘‘ Sheeny Sam,’* who 
bears an unsavory reputation and whose 
haunts were in East Fourteenth street. 

The detectives have learned that this per- 
son was also in the crowd accompanying 


Arbuckle while he was in Luchow’'s Saloon.. 


It is alleged that after they left the saloon 
and stood on the sidewalk outside “* Sheeny 
Sam’’ and Menger got into an altercation, 
It was about this time, it is alleged, that 
the ‘brace game’ uptewn was suggested, 
and “Sheeny Sam” is believed to have 
ouarreled with Menger, thinking that he 
was to be cheated out of his share of the 
Arbuckle money. Menger is said to have 
left the party after the row. 
Police Captain Has a Theory. 


Police Captain Kirchner is not of the be- 
lief that Arbuckle was a victim of foul play, 
even if he’ was robbed after he became un- 
conscious. Prof. Witthaus, the chemist who 
is making a microscopic analysis of the stom- 
ach, has not made any report on the matter 
to the Coroner’s office. To some it appeared 
that the condition of the stomach showed 
that an irritant of some kind had been in it 
recently. 

Samuel Stewart, aNas ‘‘Sheeny Sam,” 
the fourth man wanted by the central office 
detectives, was arrested this afternoon by 
Detective Dale. He was pointed out by 
Davidson, one of the other prisuncrs, who 
was with Dale at the time. His story_of his 
deen aaa on Wednesday night is as fol- 
ows: ; 

“I was in the Academy saloon with the 
three men arrested and Arbuckie. After 
several rounds of drinks we went to 
Luchow’s place, where a game of cards was 
proposed. Arbuckle refused to play. We 
left the place and in front of the saloon 
Davidson and Menger quarreled. I left 
them then and went to a barber shop on 
Third avenue, near Sixteenth strcet. After 
getting a shave I went home.”* 


Two Men Named Fagin. 


Late today the police arrested two men 
who are said to be brothers and who gave 


the namo of Fagin, which is supposed to 


be fictitious. They -are said to have been 


in Mr. Arbuckle’s company wher he was, 


crinking in the saloon on Fourteenth street. 
So far the movements of the deceased have 
been traced in an uncertain way as far as 
Thirty-ninth street, and there the trail ends. 

Mrs. Arbuckle, widow of the dead man, 
will not arrive in the city until Sunday. 

Robert H. Porter, the manager of Mr. Ar- 
buckle’s mining interests, telegraphed this 
morning that he would join Mrs. Arbuckle on 
her way here. 

The body now lies in the rear room of an 
undertaker’s shop on West Thirty-eighth 
street. It has been embalmed. 

Richard Arbuckle of Erie, Pa.; brother of 
the dead man, arrived here this morning. 
Mr. Arbuckle was very much affected as he 
stood by his brother’s dead body. In refer- 
ence to the statements that Frank Arbuckle 
was seen to be drinking heavily on the night 
before his death, Mr. Arbuckle said: 

“This seems absurd tome. I never knew 
my brother to take liquor in his life.”" _ 

Mr. Arbuckle’s father is 88 years old and 
his mother 81. They have been married 
sixty-three years and are still enjoying good 
health. The elder Arbuckle was a man of 
high standing in Erie, and has held several 
official positions there, the last being Super- 
intendent of Public School Buildings. Rich- 
ard H. Arbuckle was the Collector of the 
Port of Erie during the first Cleveland ad- 
ministration.

TOJOIN THE LAKE AND GRAND CALUMET 


Indiana Legislature to Be Asked for 
Authority to Issue Bonds to Con- 
struct a Canal. 
‘ 


Plans for the construction of a waterway 
connecting Lake Michigan with the Grand 
Calumet River at Hammond, Ind., have 
been submitted for Maj. Marshall's approv- 
al and a movement has taken definite form 
to present a bill to the General Assembly, 
which will meet at Indianapolis in January, 
authorizing North Township to issue bonds 
for $200,000. 

The project involves the construction of 
inland harbor basins in Wolf and George 
Lakes, for which the last Congress appro- 
priated $8,000. If the Indiana Legislature 
takes cognizance of the work the harbors 
will be completed speedily. 

The plans provide for a canal 800 feet wide 
from Lake Michigan south through Wolf 
Lake and Secs. 9, 30, and 31 to a point one 
mile east of Hammond. 

There is ample room at the lake for large 
industries, and several manufacturing con- 
cerns are already negotiating for sites. 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR FOR FREE SILVER. 


General Assembly at Rochester Adopts 
a Resolution Declaring for the 
White Metal. 


Rochester, N. Y., Nov. 20.—The General 
Assembly of Knights of Labor declared to- 
day for free silver. The action taken was 
in the adoption of an additional clause to 
the seventeenth plank of the declaration 
submitted by the Committee on Law. 

As originally framed, this-plank held that 
interest-bearing bonds, bills of credit, or 
notes should never be issued by the govern- 
ment, but that when need arises the 
emergency should be met by the issue of 
legal tender non-interest-bearing money. 
To this was added the following: 

‘* And that gold and silver when so issued 
shall be the free and unlimited coinage 
at the ratio of 16 to 1 regardless of the ac- 
tion of any other nation,”’

She is a native of Chicago, her maiden name 
being Kittle Conroy. 


Annals of “ Shevlin Gang.”’ 


The annals of the *‘ swell mob” show few 
careers of whole familes as expert in fleec- 
ing the public and escaping punishment as 
the Shevlins. The name isa by-word in Chi- 
cago police courts. It has often reached thes 
grand .jury, and its owners have been held 
for criminal prosecution, but some potent 
influence has spared the boys the usual pains 
of a public trial. 

Young Vincent Shevlin—the fugitive sus- 
pected of murder—when a boy in knicker- 
bockers on April 22, 18938; held up a street 
ear conductor in his car at the point of a 
revolver, and when a policeman interrupted 
him hé wounded the bluecoat. He went to 
the reformatory, but Gov. Altgeld pardoned 
him out. He at once resumed his light- 
fingered craft, and has become a leader 
among crooks. 


_.John Shevlin was first arrested on a rob- 


bery chargé on March 19, 1891. An early 
charge against him was horse-stealing, but 
he got free. He has been arrested many 
times, but has so far escaped a penitentiary 
sentence.

TAKES AWAY CLERK HERMAN’S FEES. 


Commissioner Downey Breaks Up a 
System of Levying Tribute on Street 
Centractors Entitled to Rebates.

Commissioner Downey yesterday issued 
an order by which the system of private 
contractors paying petty fees in order to 
secure rebates due them has been done 
away with. 

The law requires deposits from contractors 
for street work, which are refunded in in- 
Stallments as work progresses. Yesterday 
morning Alexander 8S. Bradley Jr., a cement 
sidewalk contractor, called on Permit Clerk 
Wiliam G. Herman to receive his rebate. 
Clerk Herman informed the contractor that 
he would be obliged to pay him 50 cents be- 
fore he could get the balance due. Clerk 
Herman explained that the money was his 
fee as a notary public for signing the af- 
fiddvit. 

Bradley objected to paying the money and 
went to Commissioner Downey, who began 
an investigation. Mr. Downey learned that 
Clerk Herman had been colle@ting money 
from contractors for notary fees for over a 
year and ordered him to stop the practice. 

The Special Council committee appointed 
several months ago to investigate charges 
of boodling made against Ald. Hartwick and 
Ald. Madden and Ald. Powers will meet this 
morning. 

The Finance committee of the Council yes- 
terday approved the Mayor’s plan of ex- 
tending the new Northwest water tunncl 
four miles into the lake instead of three, as 
was at first planned. The additional ex- 
pense will be about $200,000.

WARRANT FOR JUSTICE RICHARDSON. 


Object Is to Settle the Legality of Al- 
lowing Two Changes of Venue 
in One Case.

Judge Stein yesterday issued a State war- 
rant for the arrest of Justice John Richard- 
son on a charge of the omission of an offi- 
cial act. The, warrant, however, was not, 
executed. It was issued in order to estab- 
lish a precedent in regard to the statute in 
relation to change of venue. 

As soon as Justice Richardson heard of the 
action of the Superior Court Judge he came 
into court and was released on his own recog- 
nizance until. the question in dispute can be 
disposed of. The qvestion is as to the 
legality of allowing a change of venue twice 
in the same case, and Justice Richardson 
concluded to refuse the ‘application upon 
the ground that only one change of venue 
could be taken in the case. 

When Justice Richardson appeared before 
Judge Stein yesterday the latter said, as it 
was purely a legal question, he wou!d dispose 
of the matter on briefs submitted to him in- 
stead of a hearing. 


PETITION OF TORRENS OFFICE CLERKS 


Ask the County Board to Pay Them 
$4,356 for Salaries Said to Be 
Due and Fupaid. 


The employés in the Torrens land title 
office yesterday presented to the County 
Board a petition dsking that they be paid 
salaries due them, amounting in all to $4,356. 
The matter was referred to the County-At- 
torney for an opinion as to the liability of 
the county. 

President Healy is not in favor of allowing 
the claims. He says the County Recurder, 
or Registrar, was told not to put the county 
to any expense till the Torrens law had been 
declared constitutional. He says the'em- 
ployés knew the conditions as well as the 
Recorder. 

The petition of the employés does not cover 
the claims of the official examiners ex-Judge 
Frank Scales and W. N. Holden, which, it 
is thought, will make the total $10,000. The 
gross income of the Torrens office was less 
than $2,700. The law requires that the ex- 
penses of the office shall not exceed the fees. 


BILL FOR A RECEIYER IS DISMISSED 


Steckholders of the Bismarek Hotel

Judge Hanecy. 


Trouble among the stockholders of the 
Bismarck Hotel led John H. Miller yesterday 
to file a bill in the Circuit Court asking that 
a receiver be apopinted for the corporation. 
No sooner had the document been filed than 
Judge Hanecy dismissed the bill, as he was 
told the matter. had been settled out of court., 
John H. Miller is a stockholder in the con- 
cern, and in his bill he said Emil Bitel, Karl 
ERitel, and Emil Demme, other stockholders, 
have not conducted the business in the in- 
terests of all the stockholders, but have 
managed the affairs of the company for their 
personal benefit and have used the corpora- 
tion’s money for improper purposes.

THIEF TRAP SET FOR DETECTIYE-SCHEOULED SAFE-BLOWBRS PAILS TO WORK. 


Four Policemen, Barreled Up Like Pippins in the Barber Fruit Company’s 
Warehouse, Wait All Night for Expected Burglars Whose Advent Is Sus- 
pected Because of an Impecunious Countryman with Apples to Sell. 


Four policemen poked their heads up out 
of apple barrels in the warehouse of the 
Barber Fruit company, No. 163 South Water 
street, at 6 o'’clock yesterday morning, 
winked and blinked in the coming dawn, 
yawned a little, and then used some lan- 
guage. 

“* What kind of a layout do you call this?” 
asked one of the guardians of the peace. 
“ Eight hours with my legs cramped under 
me in a barrel and not so much asa rat to 
shoot at. I never had such a night since I 
joined the force.’’ 

The reason for this over-night barreling of 
these bebuttoned pippins was supposed to 
be burglars, and they only thing that hind- 
ered the policemen from covering them- 
selves with glory and gore was the non-ap- 
pearance of the burglars, and thereby hangs 
the tale of why they were covered only with 
chagrin. 

The Barber Fruit company deals in ail 
sorts of fruit in season, and all sorts and con- 
ditions of men come their way in a year’s 
business. So when a‘green looking country- 
man dropped in last Monday and begah to

talk about the apples he had to sell they 
lent a listening ear. ‘ 

But there was something about this new 
customer that impressed the firm with the 
suspicion that he was not so green us he 
seemed. This suspician was first aroused 
by his story of how he had been robbed on the 
first night he reached Chicago, and the sus- 
picion was quickened when he asked for an 
advance on the apples he had to sell. 

Of course there were noapplesin sight yet. 
But this man from Indiana said he had 2,00v 
barrels to sell. He would put them af a fair 
price if he could get back home to pack 
them. But‘ he could not walk so far. He 
had fallen out of a balloon and broken his 
foot. - Couldn’t the firm advance him 
enough to get home on? 

He talked so well and seemed so honest 

that the Barbers finally decided their sus- 
picions had been unjust. They gave him $6, 
and told him to hurry'theapplesalong. But 
on Wednesday morning he came into the 
store again and wanted more money. He had 
met a friend, he said, who started for Indiana 
that morning, and who had promised to 
pack and send the apples for him. 
‘As for him, he would wait for them. 
Meanwhile he would like to get another lit- 
tle advance. That time he got $3, and on 
Thursday he wanted more. 

This was a little too much. There -was 
surely some deep-laid scheme about this 
man’s movements—something that only the 
police could cope with. Hence it was that

the police were asked to take a hand in the 
game, 

The would-be borrower was told to come 
in later in the day, but he sat right down by 
the stove in Mr. Barber’s office and waited. 

Meanwhile the story was told to the 
police. 

‘Play him along,” they said, 
make an_ investigation.” 

So Mr. Barber gave the man a check for 
$5 and at the same time told the bank to 
throw it out when presented. But thé ap- 
ple seller got it cashed all right at a North 
Side hotel.

Four big barrels were set aside as sentry 
boxes, and into these the policemen climbed 
as soon as it began to be quiet enough in 
that neighborhood for burglars to “ burgle.”

AMOS GRANNIS IS DEAD, 


PASSING AWAY OF THE PIONEER CIT- 
IZEN AND BUILDER, 


He Came te Chicago in 1836 and Saw 
the City Grow from a Village—Was 
the Contractor tor the Rock Island 
Depot, the American Express Build- 
ing, and Scores of Other Structures 
—Was Also a Bank Director and a 
Capitalist. 


- Amos Grannis, one of the oldest settlers of 


} Chicago, died at his home, No. 2916 Indiana 


avenue, yesterday afternoon at half-past 2. 
His illness dates from last April, since which 
time he has suffered from a complication of 
Bright's, disease and heart trouble, aggra- 
vated by a cold. 

Mr. Grannis was one of Chicago's chief 
builders, and his work covered the architect- 
ural history of the city from the days when 
log cabins dotted the prairies adjacent to the 
river to the present era of sky-scrapers and 
steel and stone structures. 

Mr. Grannis was born in Attica, Genesee 
County, N. Y., in 1825, and in 1836 came te 
Chicago with his family, the journey being 
accomplished by water as far as Detroit and 
from there overland through the wilderness. 
Amos first worked on his brother’s farm

near the Desplaines River, and attended 
school in a log cabin. Later he learned the 
trade of carpenter and joiner with the Boggs 
& Webster company, and in 1851 he had 
— enough money to start out for him- 

His venture in the building line was his 
own house, which he erected. in Adams street 
on a part of the lot on which the Govern- 
ment Building now stands. The buildings of 
those days were mostly balloon frame and 


plain brick structures, but among those 


erected by Grannis were the Rock Island De- 
pot, the old Nixon Block, Exchange Block, 
Trinity Methodist Church, and Grace Epis- 
copal Church. 

Mr. Grannis suffered in common with 

others in the destruction entailed by the 
Chicago fire, but he also enjoyed the exten- 
sive demands made on his business in the 
rapid rebuilding of the city, and in the later 
and more substantial great era of modern 
Chicago building. Among the structures 
which he erected since the fire are the new 
Rock Island Building, the American Ex- 
press Building, St. Caroline’s Court, and the 
Calumet. Block. 
. Grannis was a Republican, 
and served as Alderman from his ward from 
1878 to 1880, and in 1886 he was elected as a 
reform member of the Board of County Com- 
missioners. 

Mr. Grannis was prominent in Masonic 
circles, was Eminent Commander of 
Apollo Commandery No. 1, Knights Tem- 
plar. He was one of the charter members 
and Treasurer of the Builders’ and Traders’ 
Association, and was a director of the Globe 
National Bank. He was not a church mem- 
ber, but attended the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.

Willi Play Final Game in New England 
Tri-Collegiate League. 
Hanover, N. H.,; Nov. 20.—[{Special.}—The 
final game in the New England Tricollegiate 
League will be played in Hanover tomorrow, 


when the two strongest.teams in the league’ 


—Williams and Dartmouth—will face each 
other. The contest will be a battle royal 
and decide the champaionship. Dartmouth, 
in spite of her tremendous victory over Am- 
herst, is hardly*confident of winntng.

NAMED TO SUCCEED SENATOR PUGH. 


Gen. E. W. Pettus, the New Senator- 
Elect from Alabama, and a Brief 
Sketeh of His Life. 


Gen. E. W. Pettus, who has just been 
elected to succeed Senator Pugh in the 
United States Senate, has been prominent 
at the bar and” in politics in Alabama for 
fifty. years. Over thirty years ago he and 
Senator Morgan lived in the same town and 
were law partners. Although Gen. Pettus 
has enjoyed a large and lucrative practice

for many years he is comparatively a poor 


man. He has received some of the largest 
fees ever paid in the South, one amounting 
to $75,000 from one of the large railroad com- 
panies. 

Gen. Pettus made a brilliant record in the 
Confederate army as Major, Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and Colonel of the famous Alabama 
regiment of infantry, and was promoted 
Brigadier-General Sept. 18, 1863. His brigade 
participated in all the battles in which the 
Army of Tennessee was engaged from first 
to last. 

He was born in Lunestone County, Ala., 
in 1821. He was educated in Clinton Col- 
lege, Virginia; studied law, and was ad- 
mitted ‘to practice in 1841. He settled at 
Tuscumbia, Ala., but afterward removed 
to Pickens County, from there to Cahaba, 
Ala., and in 1860 to Selma, where he has since 
lived. At almost any time during the last 
twenty-five years. Gen. Pettus could have 
gone to Congress or been elected Governor 
for the asking. 

He is an uncompromising advocate of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver ata 
ratio of 16 to 1, irrespective of the action of 
all other nations, and he considers that the 


‘principle involved in free coinage is one of 


the foundation stones of the Constitution.

Rodney Stone. By A’ Conan Doyle. Ii- 
‘justrated. D. Appleton & vs biti 
. Doyle has done a daring thing in “ Rod- 
<a ikea He has laid his plot within the 
ropes of the prize ring and has made his 
finest characters prizefighters. To be sure, 
the time is the first decade of the present 
century and the place is the London of the 
last George, Prince df Wales. But the meth- 
ods of the bruisers are the same as today, 
and the sporting fraternity the world over 
will be even more interested in “ Rodney 
Stone’ than will the general reader. The 
innato British love of a fight probably has 
something to do with the praise that has 
greeted the book from all the London critics. 
Apropos of the horror that will be felt by 
the “unco guid” over the fact that. Dr. 
Doyle has dared to exalt the good side of 
prizefighting, is it not curious how we draw 
our latter-day distinctions? Dr. Doyle’s 
last book, “ Brigadier Gérard,” was a tale 
of bloody fighting with weapons and of kilt- 
ing ad. libitum. It was welcomed as a tale 
of charming and healthful romance. His 
new book recounts the working of the same 
innate impulse of men to try their strength, 
as seen in the use of fists, and the first im- 
pulse is to pronounce it demoralizing. It is 


’ oddly inconsistent, though not altugether 


without reason. 

Dr. Doyle has done for the prize ring just 
what he did for the blood-and-thunder tale 
in the case of Sherlock Holmes.

drug. Napoleon survived, to end his days 
in St. Helena, and to the end of his life 
Gassicourt was of the opinion that some 
particles of the poison had remained unex- 
tracted and caused the death of the Em- 
peror. 


Mr. Barr at. His Best. : 
- Revenge. By Robert Barr. Illustrated. 
Frederick A. Stokes caémpany. 

In spite of its grewsome nature, this new 
volume of short stories contains some of the 
strongest' work ever Gone by Mr. Barr. The 
contents of the volume are indicated in a 
measure by the design on the cover. There 
is an oval of murderous knives and pistols, 
interspersed with skulls surrounding the 
name of the book. Revenge for real or im- 
agined wrongs figures in almost every story. 

“The Man and the Hour” is perhaps the 
‘strongest tale in the collection. Two hard- 
working French clockmakers have a little 
shop in a side street. They are apprehensive 
of burglars. Their suspicions are aroused 
by the actions of two visitors who come late 
one night with a rude clock-work arrange 
ment which they ask to have duplicated. 
The machine is evidently not intended to 
measure time, and the brothers become ap- 
prehensive. Their suspicions become a con- 
viction, and they notify the police, who de- 
clare the thing an infernal machine. ‘This 
results in the arrest of some dangerouer An- 
archists. Friends of the men arrested seck 
revenge by blowing up the clockmakers’ es- 
tablishment with dynamite. One of the 
brothers is killed and the other severely 
wounded, As soon as the wounded one re- 
covers sufficiently he begins a search for the 
murderers, He finally locates two of them 
in London, and on a plea of poverty and a 
story of being a clockmaker out of work he 
is taken in charge by the Anarchists, who 
see in him a meansof securing more infernal 
machines. One of these he makes for the 
two Anarchists and when it is completed he 
puts a sleeping potion in their coffee, binds, 
and gags them, and When they wake they 
find him sitting there watching them with 
hate in his eyes. He tells them who he is 
and what his purpose is, then sets the in- 
fernal machine, and attaches the clock so 
that it will cause an explosion in thirty 
minutes. When he has done this he bids them 
adieu, carefully locks the door, and goes 
away, leaving them lying there listening to 
the tick, tick of the clock which measures 
out the small span of life he has left them. 

There are other stories quite as thrilling as 
this. One is that of an Englishman and his 
wife who. are unhappily married and who 
grow to hate.each other. The husband con- 
ceives a plan of taking his wife to a lonely 
place in Switzerland and throwing her over 
a precipice, making believe that her death 
was accidental, She willingly accompanies 
him to the spot and then Standing ata safe 
distance, tells him she has revealed her fears 
to the officers of the law, and that they are 
folowing. She tells him that she intends 
jumping over the precipice, and after tearing 
some pieces of lace from hér dress which she 
throws upon the ground to give evidence 
that there has been a struggle she leaps 
1,000 feet to certain death.

One is deluded by the opening chapters 
into Classifying this Story as a regulation 
‘Duchess produetion, but as the reader 
progresses a serious underlying “ motif” 
is revealed, not at all in the line of that airy 
and superficial lady.

The author first sketches broadly the gen-

The book will be suggestive and useful to 
teachers and others who have the care and 
training of the young, and it is interesting 
reading to any one who cares to know some 
of the trends of modern ideas of education. 


Geography Sugar-Coated. 
Rhymes of the States. By Garrett New- 
kirk. Illustrated by Harry Fenn. The 
Century company. 

The characteristic features of the vari- 
ous States of the Union in natural scenery, 
products, and. manufactures have been gath- 
ered by Mr. Newkirk of Chicago in a series 
of jingles which are artfully prepared to find 
lodgment in the memory of boys agd girls, 
for whom they are specifically intended. An 
outline map of each State is included, to- 
gether with a caricature sketch of some anl- 
mal or object which the State resembles in 
form, so that the association of ideas will 
also fix in the youthful mind the ¢onforma- 
tion of each of the Commonwealths. Ac- 
companying these two main features is a 
more elaborate illustration portraying the 
leading physical attributes of each of these 
divisions of the Nation. The elements of in- 
struction and attractiveness have been har- 
monized well by the author and artist, and 
are further emphasized by the publishers, 
who have given the work a rich setting. 
The book will appeal to the young at their 
most impressionable point, for there is an 
intrinsic merit in the rhymes wholly apart 
from the truths they convey. 


New Books for Boys. 


The American Book company deserves com-" 


mendation for its plan to publish a series of State 
histories for children. If Frank R. Stockton’s 
** Stories of New Jersey ’’ is a fair representative 
of the projected series the whole will be admirable. 
It is a book of stories in which the real history of 
New Jersey is told in a spirited style fitted to the 
minds of children, and full of. genuine homely 
patriotism. 

By republishing Frank R. Stockton’s ‘* Captain 
Chap,"’ the Lippincott company confers a favor 
upon the boy readers of the present day, and also 
recalis to those who were boys fourteen years 
ego what capital tales Mr. Stockton was then 
writing for young readers. The adventures of 
Chap and his companions among the alligators 
and bears on the Bahamas are as thrilling, health- 
ful, and fresh as ever they were. 

Miss Sarah G. Morrison's ‘‘ Chilhowee ”’ stories 
of Tennessee frontier life have come to be a regu- 
lar feature of the gift-book season. This year 
she adds a fourth, ‘‘ Chilhowee Boys at College ‘’ 
(Crowell). Three of the plucky Chilhowee youths 
geet fitted for a Tennessee college and make the 
journey on horseback. The story of their 
college experiences is sparkling and healthful. 
On the whole this seems to be the best of Miss 
Morrison’s excellent series. 

The chief fault of B. Freeman Ashley's ‘* Air 
Castle Don ’’ (Laird & Lee) is that its boys use too 
much dictionary and too much slang. Its boys 
are sawed-off men in their vocabularies and modas 
of thought. The plot is healthful enough and full 
of action, and the story.is not without interest for 
older readers. The adventures of the sensitive 
and imaginative boy Don are well conceived, but 
they could be told in shorter words and with less 
of the ‘“‘hypocritical old punkinhead’’’ and 
** blubber-belted old whale ”’ style of invective. 

Boys who make it a religious duty to read every 
story from the pen of G. A. Henty—and they are

The final five books are 
“The Settlers in Canada,’’ a deserved favorite 
with child readers; ‘‘ The Mission,’’ a trifling but 
amusing story of African adventure; ‘‘ The Chii- 
dren of the New Forest,’’ one of the very best of 
Marryat’s stories for children; and ‘‘ The Little 
Savage,’’ and ‘* Valerie,’’ both posthumous works 
and not entirely written by Capt. Marryat. The 
publishers are to be congratulated upon the ex- 
cellence of the illustrations and makeup of the 
edition. The editor, R. Brimley Johnson, has 
proved himself a most discriminating editor. 

Kirk Munroe can rouse swift indignation against 
wrongs, and he has done it well in his latest book. 
“Through Forest and Glafe'’ (Scribners), a Boys’ 
tale of the Seminole war. He makes'no fuss, but 
tells his story in a businesslike way that com- 
mands and keeps attention from the first. He 
lays on his colors in broad lines, and when he has 
touched Andrew Jackson's Seminole policy once 
or twice the result is damaging to Andrew's place 
in history. The capturing of free ‘negroes and the 
persecution of the Indians who refused to give up 
their colored friends or relatives are put in a way 
to make the youthful blood boil and tingle. Mr. 
Munroe is a capital story-teller, and he does not 
cheapen his talent by writing down to the juvenile 
taste, but rather pulls his readers up into subjects 
that they would otherwise avoid as smacking 
dangerously of intellectual profit.

The 1,000 recipes in this 
book have bten collected from all quarters of the 
fiobe and represent seven years of accumulation, 
They are thoroughly adapted to the American 
kitchen, and the plan of index and arrangement 
is such as to make every recipe unusually ac- 
cessible. .It will rank among the best cook books 
on the market. 

A choice new edition of Prosper Merimée’s 
masterpiece, ‘' Carmen,."’ has been issued by Lit- 
tle, Brown & Co. The translation by Edmund H. 
Garrett and the memoir of the author by Louise 
Imogen Guiney are excellent, as are also the*il- 
lustrations. Miss Guiney says: ‘‘ The novelist 
knew well hfs ground; his rich Southern skies, 
his inscrutable women, his street life, with its 
smell of oranges and click of swords, his flerce 
smoldering plot and counterplot of amorous, 
revengeful Spain. The narration seems to go of 
itself, with its swart faces peering in, as if hunt- 
ing one another, between the leaves. Death has 
become, at last, for Carmencita, the artistic ne- 
cessity; and she chooses it, in her beauty, as she 
might choose a fresh ribbon for heft bodice."’ 

There is a deal of real historical interest in the 
two volumes entitled ‘*‘ Story of the Hutchinsons 
(Tribe of Jesse),” by John Wallace Hutchinson. 
The Hutchinson singers, known in every reform 
circle throughout the country from 1840 to 1892, 
were really a remarkably family. The last sur- 
vivor of these thirteen brothers and sisters has 
now written the story of their adventures from 
the time they began singing their anti-slavery 
songs until one by one they dropped silent.

BOYS WHO GOVERN A CITY 


TRAINING IN CIVICS GIVEN AT THE 


KIRKLAND SETTLEMENT. 


ee aed 


Youthful Residents of the “ Junior Mu- 


nicipality,” Fashioned on the Model 
of Chicago, Make and Enforce Their 
Laws—Frequent Elections Give In- 


sight to Political Methods and Pub- 
lic Daties—How the Council and the 


Courts Work. 


Within the limits of Chicago there is an- 
other city which is second to the greater 
municipal organization only in the number 
of its inhabitants. A city within a city. 
Such, in reality, is the latest addition to 
the Kirkland Settlement at .No. 334 Indiana 
street. | 

Here, under the supervision of Edward 
L. Bradley; every night in the week, from 
ten to seventy-five boys meet to learn prac- 
tical lessons in good citizenship. The boys 
do not learn their Jessons from books and 

lectures, but, consti- 
' tuting a city them- 
,selves, obtain their 
training by practical 
methods, such as ex- 
ercising the func- 
tions which are in- 
cluded in the work of 
the different depart- 
ments of any metro- 
politan community. 

All this work is done 
by the boys alone, 
and it is needless to 
say that the service 
is a training which 

will stand them well 
in the greater but not 

more complete city 
of which they are to 
m become  franchise- 
bearers in a few years. 

The work is a winter continuation of a 
similar organization which is carried on at 
Lake Villa, Wis., during the summer 
months. The latter is also under the super- 
vision of Mr. Bradley, and was fully ex- 
plained in THE TRIBUNE last summer. 

Chicago on a Small Scale. 

This organization is known as the “ Junior 
Municipality” or ‘“ Allendale,” and its 
government is modeled after that of Chicago. 

In the summer of 1895 Mr. Bradley first put 
his plan into operation, and at that time 
his ideas extended no further than to give 
some of Chicago's poor boys a summer out- 
ing in the country. But soon the “” Junior 
Municipality ’’’ was organized, and it was 
again resumed last summer, but the City 
of the Kirkland Settlement is its first trial 
away from the country. 

The growth of the new city is handi- 
capped by the limits of the Kirkland Settle 
ment House, and as yet it has not all the 
characteristics of a full-fledged city. The 
* Junior. Municipality ’’ has the following 
departments: The Executive or Mayor, the 
Legislative or City Council, and the Ju- 
dicilary, and Police Departments. 

The Judiciary is, however, not entirely 
composed of Allendale citizens. Mr. Mer- 
rit, one of Chicago's lawyers, acts as Judge, 
but the functions of lawyers, juries, clerks, 
etc., are in the hands of members of the 
“Junior Municipality.”” ' Excepting the 
Judgeship, all offices of the city are filled 
by the boys. 


Citizens of the Municipality. 


There are seventy-five citizens of the “Jun- 
ior Municipality,’’ all between the ages of 12 
and 17. They elect their Mayor, members 
of the City Council, and other officers by 
popular vote from their own numbers. All 
officers serve six weeks and are then suc- 
ceeded by others, elected in. regular manner, 
having first been nominated by one of the 
two political parties at primaries. It will 
be seen that the comparatively short term 
of office gives a great many of the boys the 
opportunity to hold positions in the City 
Council. 

The boys are divided into six wards, and a 
new citizen, upon being given the political 
franchise, is assigned to one of these wards. 
Pach ward elects its representative in the 
City Council, and that member is directly 
responsible to his own constituents alone. 
The meetings of the Council give the boys ex- 
cellent training in debate and parliamentary 
procedure. 


Form an Independent Party. 


The growth of the city, together with 
the spirit of the campaigns and the diver- 
sity of political convictions in the ‘* Junior 
Municipality,”” has called forth the organi- 
zation of an independent party. Heretofore 
the voters have been either Republican or 
Democratic, The new party has already 
nominated its candidates for the coming 
election, which is to be held next week, and 
promises to poll a large vote in the young 
cl

ty. 

The Chief of Police is appointed by the 
Mayor, and is at the head of a force of five 
officers. The officers secure their positions 
through competitive examination, similar 
to the civil service examinations. 

The City Council meets each Friday night, 
and it is then that the judiciary department 
A citizen 
accused of any crime pr misdemeanor has 
the right of a speedy and public trial! be- 
fore a jury of twelve of his fellow-citizens, 
and also the right to defense. When con- 
victed, an offender, instead of being sent to 
the bridewell, is expelled from the city lim- 
its for the term of days which Is numbered in 
his sentence, 


Aliendale’s Corporate Limits. 


The city limits of Allendale are inclosed by 
the four walls of Kirkland Settlement,House, 
but its citizens do not live in their city. Any 
Chicago boy of thé required age is eligible tO 
citizenship in the ‘* Junior Municipality.” 

The object of the organization is to inter- 
est that class of boys which runs wild on the 
streets In citizenship and its responsibilities. 

The lower rooms of the Settlement House 
are open every evening to the citizens of the 
‘* Junior Municipality,” and there they con- 
gregate nightly in numbers from ten to 
seventy-five. They read, electioneer, discuss 
questions of the day—relative to their own 
city interests—and hold political caucuses. 

No industrial work of any kind has been 
given to the boys as yet, as there are n@ 
facilities for it in the present quarters. Then 
also the citizens are either at school, at 
work, or on the streets during the day. The 
nearest approach to industrial work is the 
Whittling club.

LOAN OF $3,000,000 MADE ' 


NORTHWESTERN ELEVATED TO BE 
PUSHED TO COMPLETION.,, 


— 


Entire Bond Issue of the Road to Be 
Deposited as Collateral for the Loan 
to Complete the Line — Piaced 
Through a Chicago House—Fixed 
Charges of the Line to Be Only $212,- 
500 a. Year—Masonic Temple Pays 
the Last of Its Floating Debt. 


The Northwestern Elevated railroad has 
been finally financed by the borrowing of 
$3,000,000 through a Chicago house on the 
bonds of the company. The papers have 


now been signed, and within a short time’ 


this $3,000,000 will become available for the 
immediate completion of the line. The Co- 
lumbia Consfuction company, which is 
building the Northwestern Elevated for the 
stock issue of the company, will be enabled 
through the contract just closed to resume 
work and to carry it to completion. The in- 
tention % to have the Northwestern Elevated 
railroad company free from bonded indebted- 
ness, and under the contract this is made 
possible. There is an authorized issue of 


$3,000,000 of Northwestern Elevated railroad . 


bonds which have been deposited with banks 
as collatergl for ‘loans. These bonds will 
be taken up and deposited as collateral with 
a syndicate through a Chicago brokerage 
house with the proviso that the loan may 
be paid and th® bonds be retired after the 
completion of the road. It is the intention 
to use the $3,000,000 for completing the 
road, and when it is in operation and the 
earnings are such as to justify the company 
will then sell preferred stock and from the 
proceeds of this sale take up the bonds. 

The negotiations for the borrowing of 
$3,000,000 have been completed within the 
last day or two. Charles T. Yerkes has 
been in the city for several days and he will 
leave again this afternoon for New- York. 
Before he leaves it is the expectation that 
all the details will be settled and that the 
money for carrying on the work on the 
Northwestern Elevated will be forthcoming. 
The bonds of the Northwestern Elevated 
bear 5 per cent interest, and this is the rate 
to be paid on the loan which has just been 
arranged. There had been expended up to 
Sept. 1, the time of the making of the last 
statement, upon the Northwestern Elevated 
$5,525,506, and it is estimated the $3,000,000 
to be obtained under the new loan will more 
than meet the cost of completing the line. 
There is a provision tn the agreement re- 
specting the loan under which the $3,000,000 
is to be expended under the supervision of a 


trustee yet to be decided upon. 
Fixed Charges Will Be Only $212,500. 

The fixed charges of the Northwestern ele- 
vated on completion will be only $212,506 
ayear. The interest on $3,000,000 of bonds 
will amount to $150,000, and in addition to 
this there will be the minimum charge of 
$62,500 for the use of the loop. The author- 
ized capital stock of the company is $15,00u,- 
000; but it is expected a change will be made 
in this plan and that there will be issued 
$10,000,000 of common stock and $6,666,666 
of 6 per cent preferred stock. The entire 
stock issue goes to stockholders tn the Colum- 
bia Construction company, under the con- 
tract for the building of the line. The cap- 
ital stock of the Columbia Construction com- 
pany is $5,000,000, and the stockholders will 
receive for this an amount equal to 200 per 
cent of their holdings in common stock and 
133 per cent of their holdings in preferred 
stock. The subscribers to the last $1,113,100 of 
Columbia Construction stock received alsoa 
bonus of 40 per cent of the amount of their 
subscriptions in the stock of the Union Loop 
company. 

The road will run from its connection with 
the union loop to Wilson avenue, a distance of 
7.2 miles. Of this 1.7 miles will be double 
track, and the remainder will be a four track 
line. It was the intention to complete the 
line by Jan. 1, 1897, but owing to the stringen- 
cy in the money market work was virtually 
suspended six months ago. Thecharter has 
been extended, giving the company until 
Jan. 1, 1898, to complete and operate the 
road. 

Mr. Yerkes has been fortunate in other 
ways besides the floating of this loan for 
the Northwestern. He is in a position now 
to take up all the stock coming to him Nov. 
30 and he has paid a considerable amount of 
the loans standing withthe localbanks. He 
has paid to one bank in»Chicago since the 
election over $500,000. He is said now to have 
placed practically all of the West Chicago 
consolidated bonds and to be in a position to 
meet promptly all outstanding obligations. 


Masonic Temple’s Good Report. 


The Masonic Temple Fraternity’ Associa- 
tion, which is the owner of the Masonic 
Temple Building at State and Randolph 
streets, has:paid every dollar of its floating 
debt, which at the time of the completion

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Light Business in Stocks Under Pro- 
fessional Bear Pressure. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 20.—The stock market was’ 
under pressure from professional bears al! day. 
The volume of business was the lightest that has 
been recorded on any full busines# day in the last’ 
two weeks, and the distribution was very poor. 
The movement was irregular, and in most instances 
narrow, the market displaying-a tendency to rally 
whenever pressure was temporarily removed.

THE editors of the Republican newspapers 
of Indiana, in response to the request of THE 
TRIBUNE, express their views in another 
column on the United States Senatorial sit- 
uation in that State.

The expressions of opinion 
are valuable when it is considered that all 
come from men who are close to the people 
of the State. 


DESTRUCTIVE CRITICISMS OF BRYANISM. 

At the close of a great campaign in war 
or politics it is customary to review the 
strategy displayed in the contest and show 
just when and how yictory waswon. That 
is what THe TRIBUNE proposes to do for 
that Presidential campaign which closed 
two weeks ago. 

No sooner had the Chicago convention an- 
nounced its program and selected Bryan as 
the man to carry it out than this paper ex- 
plained in detail the effect. which the pro- 
posed change of the money standard, which 
was to be made to apply to all existing con- 
tracts, would have upon the business rela- 
tions of men belonging to all classes through- 
out this country. 

Taking up first the case of those who have 
but little money to lose, and hence are less 
able to stand a loss, Tue TRIBUNE showed 
that the proposed change of standard would 
thake it impossible for the savings banks to 
pay back to their 4,800,000 depositors more 
than half the nearly two billions of money 
deposited by the self-denying sons and 
daughters of industry. 

It was:shown next that the stockholders 
in the building and loan associations of the 
cities would lose half their investments by 
the shrinkage in the value of, the money 
eaused by changing the standard from gold 
to 16 to 1 free silver; that the depositors in 
the commercial banks would lose as much 
as those in the savings banks; that the hold- 
ers of liens and mortgages, notes and ac- 
counts would lose half their money while 
the debtors kept all the property; and that 
the purchasing power of the pensions of the 
old Union soldiers would be cut down one- 
half, 
»Tup Trrsunp showed, further, that a 
Change of the money standard in the man- 
ner proposed would make it impassible for 
the life insurance companies of the United 
States to pay the millions of beneficiaries of 
‘tthe policies issued by them more than half 
the amount of value of real money those 
policies called for. 

Tur TRIBUNE proved all these state 
ments by irrefutable facts and.official re- 
ports. It backed yp its unanswerable ar- 
guments with abundant statistics, So 
strong were these arguments that Bryan 
never attempted seriously to confute them. 
He played the silly ostrich trick and tried to 
ignore them. 

When Bryan made his empty claim, sup- 
ported by no evidence, reason, or logic, that 
free coinage of silver on the false ratio of 

‘16 to 1 would not result in a 50-cent dollar, 
Tue TRIBUNE proved conclusively that free 
coinage could not increase the value of the 
world’s stock of silver bullion, which was 
being enlarged by 150 to 175 millions of 
ounces per annum, consequently Bryan’s 
dollar must be a 50-cent dollar, or even less. 
Therefore the millions of creditors, mostly 
poor men, mentioned above, must lose half’ 
their money by this wicked free coinage act 
of general spoliation. 

In the next place, THe TRIBUNE assailed 
that fundamental assumption on which the 
entire Bryan argument was based. It was 
that gold had appreciated immensely since 
the alleged “ crime of 1873.” ‘To this as- 
sumed appreciation was ascribed the fall it 
price of commodities since the “ crime” 
year. } 

The Bryanites made a dishonest selection 
of a few commodities—wheat being the 
principal one—and on all occasions pointed 
to them as evidence of the truth of the as- 


sertion that there had been a great appre- 


ciation-in the value of gold, to the serious in- 
jury of the country. 

THe TRIBUNE analyzed these statements, 
and showed that the fall in the price of 
manufactured goods and farm products was 
wholly the result of an increased and some- 
times excessive supply, due chiefly to a 
series of remarkable labor-saving improve- 


ments in the shape of automatic machinery, « 


ete., whereby the labor cost of production 
had been reduced enormeusly, and one man 
enabled to do as much work as ten did for- 
merly. ~* 3 
It was shown also that the’cost of trans- 
portation by rail and steamer had been re- 
duced greatly during the last twenty years, 
and that this had contributed much to that 
cheapening of commodities which was al- 
leged to be due to the appreciation of gold. 
Then this paper applied the labor test— 
the only test which has any value—and 
demonstrated that labor had received from 
the date of gold resumption in 1878 up tothe 


silver panic of 1893—when there was a set- [f 


back—increasing quantities of gold for its 
daily and weekly wages. The statistics 
proved that on the average labor gained 3 
per cent in gold annually. 

This disposed of the Bryan allegation that 
goid had appreciated since the “ crime of 
1873,” for the wages of labér are the only 
true test of the point at issue. If gold had 
appreciated wages necessarily would have 
fallen, and vrery seriously, too. But, in- 
stead of that. labor which was exchanged 
for $2 in gold value in 1873 was exchanged 
for $3 in 1893. This applied on the general 
average to mere than fourteen million 
wage-workers in the United States. 

This point was a knock-down arcument, 
and one which had great effect on the work- 
ingmen when it was pushed home by the 
local worker. .They knew that up to 1895 
the course of their gold wages had been 
upward for a long time. 

There would have been heavier majorities 
for sound money in the cities had this point 
been urged on the wage-workers more per-— 
sistently and strenuously by the local poli- 
ticians. But too many of them wasted their 
time explaining the act of 1873 and dwelling 
on side issues. 

These points concerning prices and labor 
were too much for Bryan. He never even 
attempted to suswer them. His failure to 
do so shook the faith of many who had be- 
lieved in him for a time. 

In their platform and their speeches Bryan 
and his coadjutors declared that they were 
bimetallists and wanted to restore bimctal- 
lism. But they never explained what they 
meant by “ bimetallism’’ was not that at 
all, but silver monomesallism.

‘boldly took the free coinage bull by»the 
horns and demonstrated that the demoneti- 
gation of silver in 1873 was a national bless- 
ing, whether so intended or not, especially 
to the wage classes who toiled for a living. 

It was shown,clearly that if the silver 
dollar had not been dropped in 1875 by act 
of Congres# the United States would have 
resumed in 1875 on a depreciated silver 
basis, and would have had a dollar which, 
like that of Mexico, would have depreciated 
in value about 2 per cent a year from 1874 
to this time, and all wages and salaries 
would have been paid in constantly depre- 
ciating currency. 

The inevitable result would have been that 
“the wages of labor, instead of increasing 
some 50 per cent in gold, would have sunk to 
the same extent when paid in debasing 
silver. Thus the ten millions of men and 
women yho exchanged their services for 
money in 1878 and the fourteen millions in 
1890 would have received much less actual 
value than did those who performed the 
same kind and amount of work in 18738. 

These demonstrations of the real effect 
of the alleged “ crime of 1873” staggered 
the “crime” howlers and left them in a 
limp condition when talking to wage-work- 
ers who had read Tun TRIBUNP’s exposition 
of the alleged crime. . 


the event of Bryan’s success all the gold 
would disappear from circulation and the 
value of the silver and paper money would 
shrink one-half.

Then, towards the close of the campaign, 
this paper showed that under the pretense 


i of establishing “an American monetary 


system ”’ Bryan was aiming to introduce a 
mischievous, pestilential foreign system. 
The fact was pointed out that this country 
had since 1878 a monetary system which 
was purely its own, consisting of gold as 
the base, silver, greenbacks, and national 
bank notes, all kept at par with gold. Bryan 
and his coconspirators were laboring like 
Satan and his imps to réplace that Ameri- 
can system with the wretched, debased 
Mexican system, which would have given 
this country an exclusively silven mono- 
metallic currency, the value of which would 
have been fixed and changed by the Lom- 
bard street money changers daily and week- 
ly, because its value or purchasing power 
would be just equal to and ‘no more than 
the silver bullion in our dollar. 

The above are the decisive points which 
were made from time to time during the 
campaign. It is well that they should be 
recapitulated, so that they may be kept in 
mind, Ior Bryan declares he intends to 
renew the battle. Therefore the arguments 
which defeated him this year and the ques- 
tions he could not answer must be contin- 
ually pressed home on him.

FARMING: AS A SCIENTIFIC CAREER. 

An article by W. 8S. Harwood in the 
North American Review, entitled “ What 
the Country Is Doing for the Farmer,” pre- 
sents in an impressive manner the scope of 
the scientific aid which is being furnished 
to American farmers by the Nation and the 
several States. Through these mighty 
efforts agriculture has entered upon a “ sen- 
sibly scientific career.” 

Men have been taught gradually but con- 
vincingly that failures of crops are not un- 
avoidale visitations of providence, and that 
the natural fertility of the soil is only one 
of the small considerations fn judging the 
possibilities of the farm. The changing 
point of view is of comparatively recent 
origin and is due chiefly to the influence of 
the agricultural colleges and éxperimental 
stations which now dot the country. 

The State of Michigan was the pioneer in 
1857, when it established the first agricult- 
ural college in the United States for the 
education of young men in the essentials ‘of 
scientific agriculture. This important 
movement was checked by the civil war, 
and even after peace was restored was slow 
to impress its value on the public. The 
Morrill bill, passed while the war was in 
progress, which established “‘what were 
termed land-grant colleges for the purposes 
of agricultural education,” was the real 
medium of the impetus which was finally 
given the project and caused it to embark 
on its wonderful growth. Agricultural col- 
leges began springing up then in rapid suc- 
cession until at*the present time there are 


institutions devoted exclusively or in part 


to the scientifie study of agriculture in 
every State of the Union. 


plemented -effectively by. another effective 
system of instruction, known as experiment- 
al stations, and perhaps it is open to ques- 
tion which of these two systems has been 
most instrumental in raising agriculture to 
its present high plane.) The first station in 
this country was established in Connecticut 
in 1875, and it was the outgrowth of an idea 
which was given practical application.in the 
first experimental station in the world, 
which was founded near the City of Leip- 
in 1851. There are now forty-six of 
these stations in the United States, several 
of which have substations for special ex- 
periments, and each is maintained at gov- 
ernment expense, supplemented in some 
cases by liberal private endowments. 

When Congress established. this system 
certain perfunctory purposes were defined, 
but. ag Mr. Harwood says, it is in fact 
“hardly possible to mention a department 
of modern agriculture into which the ex- 
perimental work has not been carried to a 
large, a practical, and a commercially satis- 
factory conclusion.” They furnish, more- 
over, a profitable field in which the ad- 
‘yanced students of the agricultural! college 
can apply, angetest.in practical form the 
theoretical knowledge of the books, As an 
evidence of the practical results of these ex- 
periments Mr. Harwodd says: 

In évery portion of the country, whatever be the 
product of the particular location, the scientific 
educator and experimenter of the last twenty 
years Mas been able to protect the farmer from 
ravages by injurious insects, to teach him how to 


conserve the products of his soil, to help him to en- 
hance the value of the products of his labor.

in the past years millions of dollars’ worth | 


of wheat. Various preyentiyes were tried 
but proved to be merely makeshifts and not 
effective.| The experiment. station investi- 
gators then began a war on the devastating 
pest, and after patient effort succeeded in 
cultivating “a particular bacillus or spore 
that constituted a disease from which the 
chinch bug was sure to die.”” ‘These spores 
are sent-to the farmers in closed glass jars, 
and if the farmers will follow intelligently 
the simple directions of the station experts 
it can be confidently asserted that the 
chinch bng scourge will never again prove 
serious. : | 

Another investigator has been conducting, 
experiments for.ten years by which he has 
succeeded in breeding a type of wheat which 
will inerease the yield to the acre by an 
immense percentage. Further experiments . 
in the same field are to be conducted, with 
the probable result that other original types 
of grain will be produced which will add 
abundantly to the resources of the farmer.. 

The results of the experiments for the 
treatment of tuberculosis in eattle have 
been another conspicuous achievertent. In 
one State the instructor in the veterinary 
department of the agricultural college has 
proved the inerrant curative qualities of 
the tuberculin, and through his discoveries 
the prediction seems warranted that “ ere 
long there will be a complete cure assured 
in a large proportion of the cattle found dis- 
eased.”” I‘armers have profited by his work 
so that poor ventilation, filthy stabling, and 
innutritious food, all tending to promote 
tuberculosis, are now being remedied. All 
conclusive results arrived at by the scientific 
investigatorg are disseminated among the 
farmers at set intervals in the form of bulle- 
tins, so that every farmer is given the fullest 
benefit of the work of every station or col- 
lege. 

The influence of the colleges, moreover, 
must not be measured alone by the number 
of scientific farmers they turn out. The 
graduates, by example and association, 
double the effect of their own education by 
the powerful influence they exert among 
the farmers with whom they come in con- 
tact. Mr. Harwood points out, however, 
one unfortunate tendency in some of these 
colleges to provide a “too generous cur 
riculum, leading the young men to enter 
professions rather than to become agricult- 
This should be checked, for, as 


will so shape its courses that the student 
will perforce become an agriculturist.” 
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MES. SCOTT-SIDDONS’ DEATH. 

There is genuine pathos in the circum- 
stances of Mrs. Scott-Siddons’ exit from 
the world in which she once was a petted 
and beautiful favorite. ‘The very tardiness 
with which the news of her fatal illness has 
reached the world at large is pathetic. Itis 
the final act in the painful drama that was 
already drawing to a close when Mrs. Scott- 
Siddons made her last disastrous visit to the 
United States, a few years ago, and found 
her former popularity replaced with cold 
neglect. 

Those who saw Mrs. Scott-Siddons as 
Rosalind beforethe footlights in the days 
of her prime will ever hold the occasion 
among their loveliest memories. Unfortu- 
nately her strength lay in her beauty rather 
than in her dramatic power. Unfortunate- 
ly, too, she had the great name of her great- 
grandmother, Sarah Siddons,tocarry. The 
high popularity to which these facts tem- 
porarily raised her only made the fall the 
more cruel when her beauty began to fade. 
The complete obscurity into which she had 
of late fallen is a new instance of the un- 
gratefulness of the world, To the younger 
generation she was scarcely more than a 
name. 

It ig now thirty years since Mrs. Scott- 
Siddons began her public career in London 
as a reader of Shakspeare’s plays, and but 
little less since she made her first appear- 
ance in New Yorkinthe same role. Shortly 
afterward she went on the regular stage 
in both countries, and later still she found- 
considerable favor in the British colonies, 
Hier first appear- 
ance in Chicago was at McVicker’s Theater 
in 1869 as Rosalind in‘ As You Like It,” 
and her last was in 1890, when she gave 
some dramatic readings at Hooley’s. The 
contrast between the two events was but 
one phase of the waning fortune that com- 
pelled her to eke out a livelihood in her last 
years by giving elocution lessons. 

The later failures of Mrs. Scott-Siddons 
are the more pathetic in view of her su- 
preme devotion to her profession. From 
childhood she was an elocutionist and an 
actress in intention. After her marriage 
she almost severed the tie between herself 
and her husband, to whom she was thor- 
oughly devoted, because of the _ great 
strength of her passion for the stage. Her 
years of success were those in which she 
mersuaded her husband not only to allow her 
to go on the stage, but to manage her com- 
pany himself.’ With his death her star 
waned, her beauty faded, and she had to 
spend the rest of her years ina compa ratiye 
poverty before which the remembrance of 
former triumphs was but a mockery. 

Born in India, reared and marriedin En- 
gland, petted and admired in America, 
known and noted around the whole circuit 
of the civilized globe, died in obscurity in 
Paris—it is a typical tale of the life of a 
footlight favorite. The world has so many 
talented ones to amuse it that if has no at- 
tention to bestow upon those who have 
stirred its tears or admiration in the past.

ON WHAT ARE DEMOCRATS TO REUNITE? 

The Macon (Ga.) Telegraph wants to see 
the Democratic party reorganized forthe 
Presidential election of 1900. Senator Hill 
hopes to. see it reorganized for the Con- 
gressional elections of 1898. 

What are to be the principles of the re- 
united party? On what platform are the 
fragments to be brought together? The 
Georgia paper does net state. Neither does 
Senator Hill, His only hope is that the 
legislation of the next Congress may give 
-his disorganized party “a common basis 
for action,” | 

The simple platform suggested by Sen- 
ator Hill is one of opposition and of fault- 
finding. That is hardly broad enough, If 
the Democrats ask for the control of Con- 
gress two years hence, or for the Presidency 
four years hence, they must have a positive 
policy which the voters can understand, 

The question is: What political dogmas 
will the defeated Democrats rally on? Will 
they go back to 1892, or stand by the doc- 
trines of 1896, or go ‘a little farther than 
they have already gone and swallow the 
whole Populist creed and be swallowed up 
by that party? 

Four. years ago the Democrats stood by 
the gold standard and gold and silver dollars 
of equal purchasing and debt-paying power. 
They elected their President. This year 
they demanded a silver standard and silver 
dollars whose purchasing power would be 
only half, their dishonest debt-paying power. 
On that platform the Temocrats got badly 
thrashed. 

The monetary policy adopted this year 
drove off hundreds of thousands of Dem- 
ocrats, who are momentarily homeless, 
Persistence in that policy will drive away 
more. But if the party returns to the sound 
money doctrines of four years ago most of 
those it has lost will come back, but others 
will bolt and go over to the Populists. 

Expediency politicians like Senator Hill 
would probably prefer to have a platform 
which did not mention the money question 
and whose most definite declaration was one 
of “undying devotion to the principles of 
Democracy ’’—without specifying the prin- 
ciples, _. 

That cannot be made to work. The party 
must have a platform which does not ignore 
any of ‘the vital issues of the day. By whom 
is that platform to be written? By Bryan 
and Jones of Arkansas, or by the Demo- 
cratic leaders of four years ago? 

Democratie papers which are discussing 
the .reorganization of their party should 
state who is to have charge of the job and 
what the tenets are which Democrats are 
to rally around.

ONE INSOLVENT SAVINGS BANK. 

Last February the New Hampshire Bank 
Commissioners closed the doors of a say- 
ings bank whose affairs they believed wére 
in bad shape. It has been settled now that 
the assets are not worth much. They rep- 
resent in good part the unsuccessful spec- 
ulations of the head of the concern, who is 
now in Europe. The depositors will lose 
about $400,000. 

The discovery of this unfortunate state of 
affairs has created a great stir in that part 
of New Hampshire where the bank did 
business, but it will not alarm the de- 
pgsitors in the many savings banks of the 
United States. They know that those in- 
stitutions are generally conservatively’man- 
aged and as a rule are safe, 

‘But if Bryan had been elected all the de- 
positors in all the savings banks would be 
in a distressed condition atthistime. They 
would have seen half their accumulations 
disappear. Not a bank ywould have paid 
back more than 50 per cent of what had 
been paid in. Many would have paid much 
Jess, for the panic which would have fol- 
lowed Bryan’s election would not have left 
the banks unscathed. 


Most of the savings banks depositors who' 


were voters had a clear idea of what would 
happen if free coinage won. Consequently 
they voted for McKinley. But a pitiful 
minority of the 4,800,000 depositors could 
not see what every intelligent man saw, and 
attempted to cut their own throats by vot- 
ing for Bryan. FT ortunately there were not 
enough of them todo much mischief. 


A BOOK WHICH WILL NOT SELL. 

It is announced that Bryan is at work on 
a book, which will be published about Jan. 
1. This book is to be “ a thorough discussion 
of bimetallism.” Half the royalties received 
from its sale will be used “in advancing 
the cause of bimetallism during the next 
four years.” 

This will not be much of a donatic~ for 
the royalties will not be heavy. Hisvories 
of “ lost dauses ” never are profitable. Jeff 
Davis found that out when he printed his 
book. 

Furthermore, the volume Bryan is at 
work on will not be “ a thorough discussion 
of bimetallism.” He will cut out of his 
scrap book tragments of the 600 speeches 
made by him during the late campaign and 
piece them together. 

The book will be a demand for silver 
monometallism, otherwise free coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16to1. The subject of 
bimetallism will be ignored. The fact that 
there is a purely bimetallic American sys- 
tem, which has been in operation for 
eighteen years, and which Bryan is en- 
deavoring to replace with a Mexican-Lom- 
bard street system, will not be mentioned. 

The title of the book will not deceive 
many, for it has come to be well understood 
now that Bryan will not discuss real bi- 
metallism. He may expect for his work 
the phenomenal sale of * Coin’s Financial 
School.” But there are not as many finan- 
cial.fools in the country as there were a 
year ago. The book will not sell.

NO ROOM IN CHICAGO FOR MOST. 

Before Anarchist Most perfects his re- 
ported project to. move himself and his 
weekly paper, Freiheit, from New York 
to Chicago we would urge him to pause and 
refiect. Herr Most seems to have been led 
by enthusiastic Chicagoans into forming 
an erroneous impression of the size of Chi- 
eago. The melancholy fact is, and we con- 
fess it humbly, there is no room :n Chicago 
for Most. Ina hasty survey of the various 
sections of the city there does not appear to 
be a single nook in which Most could be 
tucked away with any degree of comfort 
to himself. Chieago may have honestly as- 
pired to rival the Kastern metropolis, and 
the patriotic partisans of the Western city 
may have made large claims for Chicago’s 
greatness, but never for a moment has the 
thought been entertained seriously- that 
there was a suitable opening here for such 
a man as Most. 

The eity, moreover, is too young and in- 
experienced to accept the responsibility of 
harboring a man with an ambition so far-

reaching. He says himself in a hint of his 
philanthropic purpose that he desires to 


-“ make Chicago the greatest center of an- 


archy in the world?’ He intimates also 
that through the conyincing power of his 
paper he expects to attract to this city a 
large company of the choicest Anarchists 
who are now concealed in other communi- 
ties. This distinction is too marked for 
Chicago at its present stage of development. 
It cannot consent to accept the honor of 
being made the “ greatest center of an- 
arechy in the world.” Its unwillingness, 
moreover, is not based on modesty merely, 
but on a settled conviction, born of experi- 
ence, that if is not worthy of the fame. It 
has given the cattse of anarchy and Anat- 
chists an exhaustive trial, and has been 


| found wanting in even the slightest innate 


ability to foster these principles and their 
advocates in a way that would reflect any 
credit on either. There is something in the 
atmosphere, or what New-Yorkers might 
term the “ crudities” of the people hére, that 


‘is decidedly inimical to a steady growth 


of anarchy. There have been a few spo- 
radic successes in this calling, but none that 
has weathered the inevitable blight of the 
hostile environment. 

It may be regarded as a sad admission of 
limitations, but this is the time to speak 
out frankly lest Most be seduced by mis- 
repgesentations or misleading appearances, 
In thus relinquishing the distinction so 
freely offered the city we take occasion to 
reciprocate in part by contributing to Most’s 
colony wherever it be located such few 
straggling representatives of his creed as 
may still remain in this city. We hope, 
moreover, that his ambition may be realized, 
and that all the Anarchists of the country 
may be gathered together in one place. In 
such an event he could reasonably hope for 
government aid in forcing tham to stay 
there. 
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THE honorable and consistent Way to 
recognize and reward the sound money Democrats 
for their indispensable service in the defeat of 
Bryan, as a non-partisan and patriotic duty, is to 
make the McKinley administration a success by 
pursuit of a non-partisan and patriotic policy in 
dealing with the disorders of the currency and the 
wants of the Treasury, and by avoidance of dan- 
gerous agitations . of protective tariff projects. 
Unless this course is pursued the President-elect 
might fill all the offices with sound money Demo- 
crats and yet disregard his duty to the millions 
who supported and elected him with no hepe or 
expectation of material or personal reward beyond 
their legitimate share in the common good to re- 
sult from a wise, just, and efficient administration 
of the National Government.—Galveston News

on Republican lines and policies. Every 
Democrat who voted for McKinley from one 
extremity of the Union to the other so ex- 
pected and foreknew.

This was a reason- 
able assumption, as the tohacco habit, in addi- 
tion to stunting the mind of the young devotee, 
leads to other deleterious habits and associations. 
To lessen the evil an appeal was made to the good 
sense of the boys, and they were asked to sign, of 
their own free will, a promise to abstain from the 
use of tobacco during their schoo! days, with a pro- 
viso that they could. he released from their pledge 
at-any time on a personal request. The teachers 
report that the plan has worked well, that mahy 
of the boys have signed the pledge, and that keep- 
ing it has come to be regarded as a mattter of 
honor. Better scholarship, better morals. and 
more cleanly habits are among the direct results 
of the movement.—Ex. 

The promulgation of the pledge will help 
to reform some boys, but if Congress would 
heavily increase the excise tax on cigarets 
small boys would nOdt be able to purchase 
s0 many of them, and that repressive rem- 
edy would be felt in all the schools, pledge 
or no pledge.

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MORE ‘MEN ARE AT WORK. 


GAIN IN THE VOLUME oF BUSINESS 
CONTINUES WITHOUT PRECEDENT. 
if 


Every Day Adds to thé Number of 
Those Able to Buy a Week's Sup- 
plies—This Makes General Business 
Better—General Desire to Prevent 
a Fictitious Excitement—Realizing 
on Speculative Profits Causes a 
Slight Decline in Pig Iron. 


New York, Nov. 20.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

The gain in volume of business continues 
entirely without precedent. More than 390 
establishments have started work since elec- 
tion which were idle and at*least 300 have 
increased working force, making 600 con- 
cerns which are known to have added large- 
ly to the number of hands at work, and 
these are orly part of the whole number. 
Every day thus adds thousands to the num- 
ber of those who are able to buy a week’s 
Supplies and make up gradually for many 
months of enforced economy. 

Already this brings great increasé in the 
volume of business and the clearing-house 
exchanges, for the first time in several 
years, not only exceed those of last ycar by 
10 per cent, but also exceed those of the same 
week in 1892 by 9 per cent. 

Business-men ‘are all anxious to prevent 
anything like a fictitious excitement, and 
nearly all branches have a rise in prices. 


There is a greater demand for supplies, ma-.- 
| terials, and products: 


The speculative mar- 
kets have been reacting, which is also 
natural. 
rapidity so that exports have been checked 
by the higher prices, and realizing started 
a break which made the close 3% cents lower 
for the week. It appears that Pacific ex- 
ports ef wheat, flour included, were nearly 
3,000,000 bushels larger July 1 to Nov. 1 than 


last year, and all other exports about -15;- 


800,000 bushels larger, or more than 50 per 
cent, and in November Atlantic exports 
have been 4,494,106 bushels, flour included, 
against 4,763,745 last year. The demand for 
freight room, both here and on the Pacific 
coast, is still so large as to disclose an ex- 
traordinary foreign. demand. Western re- 
ceipts for the month thus far have been 14,- 
$838,000 bushels, against 13,398,331 last year, 
but the visible stocks continue to increase, 
although the milling returns slightly ex- 
ceed those of the'‘last or any previous year. 

Cotton has declined from 8 to 17.62 cents in 
spite of the starting of many totton mills 
and the controlling fact for the moment 
for the reports of a-yield smaller than 
8,000,000 bales are now entirely discredited. 

The quantity coming into sight has ex- 
ceeded last year’s by 20,000 bales, and it is 
not expected that the decrease in the re- 
maining moniths of the year will bring the 
aggregate below 8,500,000. The export de- 
mand does not abate, although temporarily 
checked, while prices were above 8 cénts 
and the increase of $9,400,000 of value of 
cotton exported in October contributed more 
than any other single item to make the 
aggregate exceed that of the same month 
in any previous year. ’ 

In 1891, when all Europe was scrambling 
for American wheat, the value of all exports 
was one month, December, about $7,000,000 
larger than last.month, but in no other 
month has that record ever been exceeded, 
and it is noteworthy with the inerease 
above named in cotton and increase of $7,- 
600,000 in breadstuffs and $1,400,000 in pro- 
visions and oi] there was still an increase of 
$8,400,000 in miscellaneous products. In 
November thus far the gain of New York 
exports has been 21 per cent and for the 
last week 40 per cent, the latest week having 
been the largest one on record since the 
second week of October, 1890, while im- 
ports were 17 per cent smaller than last 
year for the week and 25 per cent smaller 
for the month thus far. Under these cir- 
cumstances,.in spite of heavy payments on 
loans abroad, the movement of gold this way 
would undoubtedly be resumed if foreign 
buying of American securities should set in. 

In a transition period industries record 
gains slowly, but the slight decline in prices 
of bessemer pig-iron and of finished prod- 
ucts of iron and steel is partly due to real- 
izing on speculative purchases before the 
election and partly to the selling of nails by 
jobbers below the combination price. For 
most manufactured products of iron there 
is a better demand and a slow advance in 
prices. 

Failures for the week have been 344 in.the 
United States, against 320 last year, and 40 
in Canada, against 42 last year. 


FALLS SHORT OF EXPECTATIONS. 


Wholesalers of Merchandise Do Not 
Realize Anticipated Business. 
New York, Nov. 20.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 

row will say: 

Jobbers and other wholesale dealers in gen- 
eral merchandise do not report the an- 
ticipated increases in the volume of goods 
distributed this week. The mild weather 
had an unfavorable influence, but the sharp 
drop in the temperature inclines to stimulate 
the demand for seasonable fabrics. ‘There 
were increased purchases of holiday goods, 
and the tone of the market for staples 1g one 


of encouragement. Relatively the heaviest de-- 


mand has been for dry goods, shoes, and gro- 
ceries, but even in these lines, particularly 
dry goods, the volume is smaller than éx- 
pected and disappointment isaresult. There 
has been a decrease in the johbingtrade. In 
fact, it is slightly larger than a week ago, 
in most lines tending to increase. 

The many industrial enterprises which 
have started up continue a feature of each 
day’s news bulletin, but there is reason to 
believe the’significance of these exhibits has 
been over-emphasized in some _ instances. 
Tendency of hides and leather to advance 
checks orders for shoes, afid while the dry 
goods market is firm and dealers are hope- 
ful, print cloths have weakened on the re- 
action in the price of cotton. The strength 
of raw wool is maintained, and orders at the 
recent quotations have been refused. Iron 
and steel industries in some instances have 
perfected pools for the allotment of pro- 
duction and maintenance of prices, while the 
latter are firm and may go highér, the de- 
mand is temporarily checked. In addition 
to changes in the prices noted the week 
is marked by reactions in quotations for 
wheat, corn and oats, for sugar, turpentine, 
pork, lard, coffee, and petroleum. Wheat 
and flour advances, as ddes several varieties 
of lumber, iron sheets, and tobacco. Com- 
binations among iron and steel makers are 
expected to advance or maintain recent ad- 
vances for nails, bar iron, steel beams, rails 
and billets, and other forms of steel. 

tal exports of wheat (flour included as 
wheat), from both coasts of the United 
States and from Montreal this week amount 
to 3,937,288 bushels, against 4,664,000 bustrels 
last week, 2,916,000 bushels in the week one 
year ago, 8,312,000 bushels in the week two 
years ago, 2,764,000 bushels three years ago, 
as compared with 3,465,000 bushels in the cor- 
responding week of 1892.

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NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


INTERCHANGEABLE MILEAGE TICK- 
ET SCHEME FALLS THROUGH. 


Opposition in Central Passenger Com- 
mittee Proves Too .Strong to Be 
Overcome—Proposition for a 3,000- 
Mile Issue Even Defeated—Matter 
May Be Taken Up by Joint Trafiic 
Association—Position of Inter-State 
Commerce Commission.

No interchangeable mileage tickets of any 
kind will be issued for the present by the 
Central Passenger committee lines. 

Yesterday’s meeting of the committee was 
even more stormy than that of the day 
previous. The representatives of the Penn- 
sylvania, Baltimore, and Big Four roads 


made a strong effort, after the proposition , 


to adept a 5,900-mile interchangeable ticker 
had been defeated, to secure the adoption 
of a 3,000-mile interchangeable ticket, but 
they could not overcome the opposition. 
When it became apparent that certain roads 
were determined to defeat any proposition 
looking tothe adoption of an interchangeable 
mileage ticket the whole matter was 
dropped. 

Owing to the determined effort now heing 
made by the -merchants and commercial 
travelers all over the country to secure the 
enactment of laws by the Legislatures of the 
various States fixing the maximum fare to 
be charged by ‘the railroads at twocents a 
mile, it is probable that the matter will be 
taken up at an early day by the Board of 
Managers of the Joint Traffic Association. 

The roads which make the strongest op- 
position to the inauguration of the much- 
desired reform are those which) have little 
local business that’ could be seriously af- 
fected by State legislation. The inter-State 
business, upon which they greatly depend, 
they say*cannot be interfered with by the 
State authorities. It is certain, however, 
that if a number of the States should adopt 
laws making the maximum fare 2 cents a 
mile, and the roads should continue to 
charge a higher rate on inter-State business, 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission 
would come to the rescue of the travelers 
and prosecute the roads for discrimmations, 

An effort is being made by-*some of the 
railroad officials to intimidate the merchants 
and travelers who are trying to secure the 
passage of laws fixing the maximum pas- 
senger rate at two cents a mile by the threat 
that in case such laws should be adopted 
they would run no expensive equipment, 
give poorer accommodations, stop running 
free chair cars, and wherever possible put 
on mixed cars. 

These threats are being laughed at. Com- 
petition would soon compel the railroads to 
pursue a different course. In no other class 
of business exists such great jealousy as 
there is among the railroads. 


RECEIVERS PLAN TO GET MONEY. 
Baltimoré and Ohio Officials Desire to 
Issue Indebtedness Certificates. 

Baltimore, Md., Nov. 20.—The receivers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad today asked 
permission of the United States Court to Is- 
sue $690,000 in certificates of indebtedness, 
which would bea lien on the property of the 


“Maryland Construction company and apply 


to the proceeds to paying debts of that corm- 
pany now due to the extent of $465,000; to 
pay $391,000 for the electric plant, which, 
they say, will be self-supporting, and to ap- 
ply $100,000 to the construction of train sheds 
at Camden Station. They recommend to 
sell $560,000 worth of real estate at Conway 
street. 

It is understood that the Baltimore and 
Ohio is negotiating-for a through train 
service between New York and the South, 
and to accomplish this the acquiescence of 
the Reacing is necessary.

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES, 


Prices and Supplies of Fruits and Pro- 
visions Among the Dealers in 
South Water Street. 


A nice assortment of green vegetables is 
in the market and supplies are so liberal 
prices are comparatively low. Celery is 
abundant, but strictly choice is at the same 
time difficult to obtain. Choice, large bunches 
sell at 15 and 20 cents. 

Nearly all the cauliflower seen here now 
comes from the East. It Is generally of 
good quality and grocers are having& big 
run on it. The choicest comes from Canada 
and sells in Seuth Water street at $5 a 
barrel. ; 

Cucumbers are somewhat scarce. Those 
grown in the hot-houses of Boston retail as 
high as 50 cents a dozen for large, fresh 
ones. Those from Florida sell wholesale at 
75 cents and $1 a bushel, and home-grown, 
hot-house, at 30 and 40 cents a dozen. 

Some fine lettuce is coming these days 
from Boston and New York. It costs by 
the barrel of six dozen heads $2.25 and $3.50, 
and grocers usually sell it at 50 cents a 
dozen heads. The best endive from Louisi- 


ana costs $2 a barrel in South Water street. 


New tomatoes from California are now in 
the market. Four-basket crates sell whole- 
sale at $2.50. They are ripe and delicious. 
Curly leafed parsley from Louisiana in large 
bunches costs 25 cents and 30 cents a dozen. 

Canadian rutabagas are cheap, costing the 
grocer in round lots taken from the cars on 
track 20 and 22 centsa bushel. Large, white, 
flat turnips cost wholesale 75 cents a barrel.

Thus spoke the Chinese Viceroy, Li Hung 

‘Chang, when Elizabeth Banks, the Amer- 
ican ‘interviewer, asked for his opinion re- 
garding the subject. 

She straightway published it to the world, 

and the people in England rose up and 
said: “Who is Li Hung Chang that he 
should dare to judge between our women 
and the Americans?” 

But notwithtsanding Li’s decision the agi- 
tation goes on. The question has now be- 
come a more burning one thanever. People 
meeting in society, in the theater, and in 
the streets of London ask one of the other, 
with bated breath, ‘“‘ Who's the cleverest, 
who’s the most beautiful. who’s: the nicest 
all-round woman, the English or the Amer- 
ican?” And echo only answers ‘** Who?” 

Miss Banks says: ‘“ These impressions of 
Englishwomen I have received during a four 
years’ residence in England. My compari- 
eons aro made from my knowledge of my 
own countrywomen. 

*“ Wouldthat the American woman had the 
English woman's voice—the sweet, low, well 
medulated tone ofthegentlewoman. Nona- 
sal twang, no high-pitched, piercing notes 
such ae one hears, say, at an American Am- 
bassador’s on a Fourth of July reception, 

are to be distinguished in an assemblage of 
well-bred, well-educated English women. 

‘* But the English woman has not so much 
to say for herself as the American woman. 
She cannot say what she has to say with 
nearly so much vivacity, originality, or 
* dash * and* go’ as can her American cousin. 
Surround her in society with a dozen men 


and bid her entertain them. In another cor- 
ner of the room put an American woman 
with another dozen of the sex masculine. 
Then set the two women talking and watch 
the result. Fifteen minutes later the crowd 
surrounding the English woman has dwin- 
died down to two orthree. The rest of the 
men have gone over to the American, whose 
eyes are sparkling, whose face is flushed, 
whose daintily manicured hands are nerv- 
ously _ ticulating and emphasizing her 
smart and witty sallies. | 


Some of the Types. 


There are various types of the English 
woman, some of whom compare favorably, 
others iggy bageonaryd with the American 
woman. ” true, and pity ’tis ’tis true, that 
some of the bad habits or customs of En- 
glish women are being copied by the Ameri- 
can women. The hard-heartedness and cru- 
elty of the English sportswoman make a 

‘case in point. “’Tis a fine day!’’ she says.

cent creatures. She is heartless and cruel 
to her very depths. If she is married anda 
mother—and she frequently is—her children 
are left entirely to the care of the hirelings, 
and the wet nurse reigns ever in the nursery. 
And the American women would copy her 
and become “ sportswomen!’’ But the En- 
glish sportswoman is only one type of En- 
glish women, and for that we have reason 
to be g’atelui.

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TO MAKE OLD-TIME INDIAN PUDDING. 


Directions for the Concoction of This 
Favorite Boiled Dish of Our 
Grandmothers’ Time. 


The genuinely old-time dish, boiled In- 
dian pudding, for which a correspondent has 
asked, was a great favorite on our grand- 


calls for two cups dried apple, soaked and 
washed tender, but fresh, tart apples are 


better, although if one can find the old 
country dried apple she may use it, but 
never the modern evaporated apple. Peel 
and core the apples and cut them into 
eighths. Take two cups of Indian meal and 
scald it with a pint of boiling milk—that 1s, 
pour the boiling milk over the meal—stir it 
well in and set aside to cool. When it is 
luke warm add a cup of flour, a large cup- 
ful of beef suet chopped fine, a gill of mo- 
lasses, a half teaspoonful of salt, and the 
prepared apples. Mix well together, pour in- 
to a pudding mold, cover well, and boil five 
hours. 
the pudding to swell; at least one-third of 
the mold should be left empty for this pur- 
pose. If you prefer to boil it in the pudding 
bag, as our grandmothers did, have your bag 
ready—or a large square of cotton cloth will 
do—dip it in hot water, dust it with dry 
fioulr, and pour the batterin. Tie very tight- 
ly, leaving room for the pudding to swell; 
plunge into boiling water, and boil steady for 
five hours. Take care that the-water does 
not stop boiling and replenish as it needs 
with water from the tea kettle, which should 


the boiling will make the pudding heavy. 
Maple syrup is very well to eat with this, 
either plain or in a sauce, which is made in 
the following manner: Half a pound of 
maple sugar, a quarter of a pound of butter, 
and half agillof hot water. Crack the sugar 
in very small bits that it may dissolve quick- 
ly; let it simmer a few moments until it is 
clear: take it from the fire and stir in the 
butter cut in small pieces; pour into the 
sauce boat and serve. If you have not the 
maple sugar you may make a cider sauce, 
which was the one most frequently used. 
Mix two ounces of butter with an even table- 
spoonful of flour; stir in a cup of brown sugar 
and half a cup of boiled cider; add half a cup 
of boiling water: mix well; let it simmer a 
few moments and serve hot.

Wrinkles 
must be rubbed away and the signs of ad- 
vaneing age and unabating gayety must be 
eradicated, but why employ a professional to 
accomplish it when by a little judicious at- 
tention to one’s self one may keep young 
unaided? This is the way the modern soci- 
ety woman argues, and here is the way in 
which she applies her argument. 

It is no use, she very wisely maintains, to 
examine one’s face and complexion once a 
month or even once a week. Traces of age 
must be checked quicker than that, and daily 


scrutiny is absolutely essential if one would

keep beautiful. Once day is none too often. 
So the first item on her day’s program is an 


{nvestigation of the ravages wrought by the 


preceding day and night. They may be 
many or they,may we almost invisible, but 
they must be gotten rid of on the spot. So, 
after the morning bath and before. the 
beauty allows herself to touch her breakfast, 
she has a large mirror placed beside her bed, 
and gently rubs and pinches and squeezes 
her face in the parts where there is even the 
faintest suspicion of a line or wrinkle. 

The result is amazingly good. The beauty 
apparently doesn’t grow a bit older day by 
day, a fact which causes her to be serenely 
self-congratulatory. But success is assured 
only when the methods employed are wise. 
There are right and wrong ways of perform- 
ing the morning massage. Oneof the wrong 
ways is to use an over-amount of violence. 
No face which has any claim to beauty will 
stand being pounded. The massage must be 
gentle, for the wrinkles which are disposed 
of in this fashion are simply little folds or 
creases in the skin, which need to be un- 
creased. The massage is also useful for 
stimulating the circulation and giving the 
face a healthy glow. It is so swift and sure 
a producer of rosy cheeks that the woman 
who has once tried it straightway falls in 
love with her mirrored likeness and resolves 
that the ceremony shall be a daily one in 
future. 

When Care Should Be Used. 

If there are parts of the face which are 
disposed to be flabby and lifeless apply the 
massage sparingly, according to an author- 
ity who was consulted on this subject, If 
wrinkles and flabbiness are caused by a 
shrinkage of the muscles within rather 
than by a simple creasing of the skin with- 
out, the massage should be supplemented 
by a skin food, which shall develop 
muscle till it become hard ‘and firm and fit 
its former covering. 

This suggests that massage should be 
more forcible upon some parts of the face 
than upon others, and that the woman who 
tries to beautify herself must not make the 
mistake of kneading her entire face as if it 
were a mass of dough. Do not apply forci- 
ble massage to the flesh about the jaws and’ 
under the skin, or the appearance of age 
will be hastened rather than retarded. The 
cheeks may be thoroughly massaged and 
the forehead, but on the other hand the 
skin about the eyes must be rubbed gently 
and with discretion. 

The woman who makes beautifying a sa- 
cred duty bears all these points in mind, 
and the most important act of her day is 
performed with no less judgment than zeal. 
The result is not only creditable to her, but 
an entire justification of the very latest fad 
of fashionable women.

No Longer Usurped by Men-—Cafes 
Have Been Opened eon the Main

The managers of a New York theater have 
hit upon a plan to gfve the women in the 
audience something to amuse thmselves with 
between the acts. No doubt there is room 
for argument as to whether it is necessary 
for anybody to have anything to do in these 
short intervals, but at least it is only fair 
that women, who always constitute the 
biggest half-of the better part of an audi- 
ence, should: have an opportunity to get 
even with the escorts who leave them three 
times during the evening to soothe their 
overwrought nerves with a cigar or some 
thing.- As the number of women who par- 
take openly of like refreshment is still very 
‘limited, there is no excuse for a woman 
leaving her seat in the theater after she 
has:once taken it at the beginning of the
